They 
discussed the scenic and other possibilities 
offered by various countries and periods 
and finally settled upon far away Siam 
during the minority of the present king, 
who was, at that time, under the regency 
of his uncle. The choice was a happy one. 
Stam had never before been chosen ag the 
locale for either a drama or an opera. 
Its people are romantic, its architecture 
quaint and the costumes susceptible of ex- 
treme burlesque.

“After the locale was decided upon they 
determined the number of acts the opera 
should have. Rather odd, isn’t it? One 
would naturally suppose that they Would 
first get their story in hand and then 
give it as many acts as it would require to 
tell it. But they don’t. They settle the 
number and then make the story fit it. 
Goodwin and Morse, like Gilbert and Sulli- 
van, strongly belfeve in two acts, while 
the Germans usually hold to three. 

‘“'This settled they talked over the theme 
of a story and, a fact not generally known, 
in the formation of this, the composer was 
quite as active as the librettist. It was 
many weeks before this story was fully 
mapped out, and even then it was changed 
materially from time to time. There were 
suggestions from both sides and frequently 
one suggestion would put a new phase on 
the whole. The plot was freely criticised to 
discover musical opportunities. You should 
not drag a solo in by the heels, as it were, 
with no earthly reason just why at a cer- 
tain point everybody on the stage should 
stand stock still while the comedian gives 
to the audience a topical song regarding 
the tariff. The librettist has to furnish a 


situation in the opera where the topical 


song will appear natural. 

“Sometimes in the construction of an 
opera certain artists who are expected to 
take part in its production are kept in 
view in the formation of charac- 
ters. This is always unfortunate. You 
hear a great deal about parts written 
especially for certain people, and it is 
usually supposed to be a sign of certain 
success. It is almost the direct opposite. 
The ensemble is ruined. You have a num- 
ber of individual characters admirably in- 
terpreted by individual actors, but it is 
like a vaudeville, not an opera, Everything 
is disjointed, the story and music, as well 
as characters themselves, seem to have no 
connection. 

“This is ‘Wang’s’ great advantage. Morse 
and Goodwin composéd and wrote it with 
no one actor or one company in view and 
this season more than ever before the 
prope® rule has been followed—the selection 
for each part of an artist who seems best 
adapted for that very part after its re- 
quirements have been fully seen. 


“Among the many questions which must 
early be asked and answered by the col- 
labarateurs are such as: Who shall start 
the story and where? How much shall be 
told at the start and what shall be saved 
for a climax? When will it be necessary 
to give such and such characters time to 
change their costumes and who shall oc- 
cupy the stage while they are making the 
change? How many people in an audience 
do you suppose, on seeing the prima donna 

r in a change of costume, have. real- 
ized that in writing the opera years before 
the collaborateurs had to write it iu such 
a way as to give her time to make that 
change without any hitch in the story being 
unfolded on the stage? 

“Now, mind you, all this fn the cage of 
‘Wang’ was discussed before any of the 
music was written and long before a line of 
dialogue was ‘thought of. Sometimes the 
music of a song is written before the 

others the music is written to 


power and force she combined a delicacy’ 
of execution which was marvelous. Her 
training 6n the operatic stage has doubt- 
less helped her correctly to gauge an audi- 
ence. She combined with her ginging not 
only faultless intonation, power and sweet- 
ness of execution, but also a sort of an 
‘entre nous’ feeling with her listeners. 
This last was very fetching in itself, but 
combined with her musical qualities, was 
almost irresistible. The valse song from 
Gounod’s ‘Romeo et Juliette,’ was finely 
sung, and a Swedish ‘Volkslied’ was given 
as an encore. This but served to whet 
the appetite of the auditors and a second 
encore being demanded, Mme. Ostberg re- 
plied with a kiss thrown from the back of 
the stage. The balance of the madame’s 
songs were all Swedish save the last, which 
She sang in English. 

‘“‘Louis Blumenberg, the ’cellist, made a 
great hit in his solos, ‘A Simple Avowal,’ 
by Thome, and Dunkler’s ‘Spinning Wheel.’ 
His tones are remarkably clear. and full 
and his execution marvelous. 

“David G. Henderson, the tenor of the 
company, appeared as the first performer 
on the programme, and with a sweet, clear, 
high tenor, captured the house with the 
first song and was forced to come back, 
singing the ballad, ‘I Am Waiting,’ as an 
encore song. Mr. Henderson’s voice is very 
good, and he uses it to the best advantage. 

“The remaining member of the company, 
Mme. Lucie Palicot, a _ little vivacious 
French player, whose knowledge of English 
is limited to ‘I don’t understand little Bng- 
lish,’ proved herself an artist of exceptional 
powers on the pedalla-piano, which oc- 
cupied a prominent place on the platform 
last night. Her first selection was a ‘“To- 
cato in F,’ by Bach, beginning with a pedal 
technique to great advantage. She is a 
~~ artist and played remarkably 
well. 

“A great deal of the pleasure of the con- 
cert was due to the accompaniments of 
F. Oscar Elmore, who was a model of ex- 
cellence in that dirficult, but necessary 
and unappreciated, branch of music.”’

It is a J 
large, oblong root, fram a foot to eiguteen 
inches long, by two to three inches in diam- 
eter. This is the chief food of Liberia, and 
is boiled in water. It is taken after boil- 
ing and pounded in a mortar unfjl it re- 
sembles dourh. A sort of a soup is then 
poured upon it, and thus eaten. The soup 
:3 generally made of palm butter. Tbis 
preparation is called dumboy; and is swal- 
lowed without mastication. Next in irapor- 
tance is the “elephant ear,’”’ or caladium, 
another tefa for the product, is “euculon- 
tum” or “eddo.” It is a bulb about the 
size of an Irish potato, and is peeled and 
boiied as are potatoes. This peculiar class 
of native food fs shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration. An illustration is also given 
of the chief musical instrument of the coun- 
try, a rude affair of wood, which resembles 
almost anything else than a musical instru- 
ment. The slats, or wooden bars are beat 
upon by a sort of a stick, resembling a bass 
drum etick. Implements of wood, crude in 
most part, are also shown, together with 
various curious relics of the country. 
Ignorant and Superstitious. 

Rev. Mr. Chapman says that the natives, 
especially those living a hundred €niles in 
the interior, are thoroughly ignorant and 
savage, although not cannibals now. They 
are pitiably superstitious and their orgies 
on certain days are of tne most grotesque 
character. The story o1 the “greegree 
bush” and the “devil bush” are interesting. 
The greegree bush is composed of bamboo 
and adobe houses built in the center of a 
‘deep strip of jungle, composed of about 
twenty acres. In these hauses old women 
of the. tribe live out their lives, teaching 
the younger womer the secrets of life, as 
they are termed. All females from six to

It is almost impossible to convert the na- 
tives to Christianity, and little progress 1S 
made. Some missionaries report great ac- 
cessions to their churches, but while there 
are many great revivals of religion, but lit- 
tle permanent good is affected. The Libe- 
rians enjoy nothing better than an old-fash- 
ijoned revival. They become frantic with 
religious ferver, and during a revival will 
scream and moan day and nidht. Some fall 
down insensible and remain in a stupor for 
hours. The excitement soon passes away, 
and with it the religion. Schools are few 
and the most successful ones are of a pa- 
rochial character. The tendency is sadly to- 
wards heathenism. Two -native American 
women came to Liberia. In a short time 
they so far adopted the character and hab- 
its of the watives as to go naked, seemingly 
lost to all sense of shame. 

Mr. Chapman is confident that a great 
work for humanity and Christianity is 
needed: in Liberia. The Libenians them- 
selves need the gospel’as much as the na- 
tives, and it would seem that the former 
have a tendency to retrograde into the de- 
based and superstitious state of the natives.

An Alabama Negro Who Has Tried the 


Experiment and Knows What It Is. 
Columbus, Ala., March 17.—(Special.)—An

“Rubies of the pure pigeon-blood color 
are worth more than ten times their weight 
in diamonds, but they are very rarely 
found. Siamese rubies are frequently sold 
to private buyers as Burmese, the latter 
bélng the finest in the world. 

A Famous Test Ring. 

“Here ig my test ring, which has figured 
in every celebrated case of technical dis- 
pute for over forty-five years.” This was 
@ most curious ring, set with two rubies, 
two sapphires, two diamonds, one emerald 
and one cat’s eye, the stones going com- 
pletely round; and it has probably been ex- 
amined at various times by every legal lu- 
minary on the bench, from the lord chief 
justice downwards. 

An Interesting Story. 

“It is quite amazing,’’ said Mr. Streeter, 
presently, ‘‘to see how the practice of giv- 
ing wedding presents has degenerated. 
Even the dutchess of York received a rare

“I simply took out my pocket knife, re- 
moved the two large center pearis, and then 
threw the tiara back on the table, remark- 
ing. ‘These are fine gems.’ It appears that 
the deceased countess ito whom the tiara 
had belonged had taken the superb pearls 
from her earrings and placed them in front 
of her artificial tiara. 

“Naturally, the Jews were greatly dis- 
gusted, and one of them subsequently offer- 
ed me £800 for the two stones. 

“Again, I bought a necklace of 270 pearls 
for 27s 6d at a sale, after having noticed a 


4% carat diamond in. the snap. Every stone 
in that ornament was real, and especially 
fine, and I sold it almost immediately for 


£1,600, 
A Bit of Rubbish. 

‘Some time ago our consul in Vienna 
went into a jeweler’s shop in that tity for 
the purpose of buying a emall present. ‘I 
have just received a parcel of very fine 
emeralds,’ remarked the dealer, who knew 
his visitor well, ‘out there was that bit of 
rubbish among them,’ he continued, throw- 
ing down a stone of a somewhat light green 
color. 

“The consul offered £5 for the stone, and 
the jeweler was. only too glad to part with 
it at that figure. Two days aftefwards it 
was found that the gem was a green dia- 
mond of unrivaled brilliancy, and it was 
eventtally disposed of in New York for

False Sapphires, 

“On the other hand the sapphire suite of 
a certain deceased -duchess was ance 
brought to me for valuation, but I instantly 
pronounced the stones to be false; and then, 
of course, there was some consternation. 

“Subsequently it transpired that many 
years previously her grace had lost £20,000 
at cards in a single night, and had sold her 
jewels to pay the cebt, replucing them with 
some extcellent imitations made in Paris. 

“TJ may mention, by the way, that large 
nrmbers'‘of ladies among our aristocracy 
not only deposit their jewels in my stro 
rooms while they are traveling abroad, bu 
auring the London season a large percentage 
wears replicas of the real sets, and never 
see the latter for years. A magnificent dia- 
mond suite belonging to a certain marchion- 
ess has not left these premises for fifteen 


ears. 
“The latest thing, however, is a novel 
system of :nsurance. The lady pays an an- 
nual sum of £40 to £50, and this covers jew- 
elry to the value of £20,000. 

“To obviate the possibility of fraud every 
set that is being valued for insurance pur- 
poses is photographed, and. marked in a 
special manner. in the event of .robbery, 
minute descriptions of the missing property 
would be telegraphed to every police station 
in Europe. 

“And I can assure you,” concluded Mr. 
Streeter, “that the jewels of the dutchess of 
Westminster, the marchioness of Bath, Lady 
Burdett-Coutts and Lady Londesborough 
are worth taking care of, since they are far 
superior even to those worn by the princess 
of Wales.” '

$9,000, combining and confederating with 
divers persons, to your orator unknown, has 
applied to the sai. trustees, and having 
clipped therefrom the coupons of the said 
bonds so far as the same upon their face 
value appear to be dve, wrongfully and 
without right, and falsely, and maliciously 
pretends and claims that he is the bona 
fide, original holder of the said bonds for 
their full value in his own right, and de- 
mands that the surety company shall, at 
once proceed to foreclosure.’’

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A BIG CONVENTION. 


The Georgia Chiefs of Police and Town 
Marshals to Have a Convention. 


THEY MEET IN ATLANTA NEXT WEEK 


And Will Discuss Matters Relating to the 
Public Protection—Chief Connolly 
Has the Plan Fully Organized. 


Next Wednesday morning the first con- 
vention ever held. by the chiefs of police and 
marshals of the cities and towns of Geor- 
gia will convene in the spacious armory 
on the third floor of the police station. Chief 
Connolly, as vice president of the national 
union and chief movant in the state organi- 
zation, will call the convention to order 
and from letters received from officers all 
over the state, quite a large attendance is 
expected. 

The idea has met with enthusiastic appro- 
val from the chiefs and marshals of every 
section of the state. During the past week 
Chief Connolly has received many encourag- 
ing letters from officers of the various cities. 
A specimen of these letters was that receiv- 
ed yesterday from Chief of Police Lewis 
Beach, of Brunswick. Ga. Chief Beach is 
héartily in actord with the movement and 
expresses the highest admiration for Chief 
Connolly’s energy and progressive spirit in 
working up the convention. 

Scores of letters of the same character 
have come to the chief from the cities and 
villages of the state. A circular letter, de- 
tailing the objects of the convention, was 
sent to all of the eligible officers in the 
state several weeks ago by Chief Connolly. 
Last week the chief sent out letters in- 
structing the delegates where to register 
upon arrival in the city. 

The opening day of the convention will 
be marked by speeches from Mayor Good- 
win, Judge Andrew E. Calhoun, Captain 
‘James W. English, Chief Connolly and nu- 
«merous others. The first day will be spent in 
organization. Two or three days will be 
spent in perfecting the work of the conven- 
tion. 

The convention is one unique and inter- 
esting both as to the personnel of the dele- 
gates and as to the character of business 
to be transacted. A basis of co-operation 
between the officers will be agreed upon, 
rules for correspondence and telegrams 
adopted and a uniform system of identifica- 
tion fixed. 

The bertilion system cf identification was 
adopted by the national orgunization and it 
will probably be agreed upon by the Georgia 
convention. When it is universally in oper- 
ation a revolution in the inatter of ovcrtak- 
ing and, identifying criminals will take 
place. The system was. mtroduced by a 
Frenchman and so accurate is it that it 
has served to materially reduce crime in 
that country. Front and profile pictures are 
first taken of the criminal; then the length 
of the nose, the width and height of the 
forehead, the exact measurement of the ear 
and of the skull are taken. Sears or birth 
marks are noted. This system is unfailing. 
Experts say that a measurement will hold 
good for a half century. 

This is but one of the moves in the direc- 
tion of progress in criminal catching and 
crime prevention that the convention wil] 
make. Chief Connolly has an outline of the 
improvements that he will Suggest and sug- 
gestions will come from all of the delgates. 
The convention will be in session about 
three days.

OYSTERS should be small and cold, 
served on deep half-shell, on a deep plate 
filled with small ice, and just opened before 
serving the dinner, to be served with a 
quarter of juicy Iemon, fresh-grated horse 
radish and tomato catsup. 

STUFFED OLIVES are cheaper to 
to buy ready than to prepare oneself, as the 
stoning is very tedious for one not accus- 
tomed to it.

RADISHES should be small and tender,

Take 
abcut four pounds of veal knuckles, chop 
up very fine, put in a large roasting pan 
with. a little butter, one onion, one .carrot, 
one turnip, a little salt, two bay leaves, 
two cloves, six peppers and allspice, put in 
an oven té brown, turning bones often un- 
til all is dark brown, tnen add a spoonful 
of flour to them and brown; pour some of 
the stock on them, let boil a Httle, then 
pour all. in a saucepan, scraping all the 
sediment off the pan; pour on more stock 
to make about four quarts; boil four hours, 
strain—it should be reduced to two quarts— 
keep warm till needed, or the gravy can be 
cooked the day before the dinner. .Jow take 
@ nice tenderloin of about three pounds, 
cut off all the skin and trim it nicely, leav- 
ing the large piece of fat on one side, then

cut one pound of larding pork in one and a 
half inch strips, cut these in thin squares, 
about a quarter of an inch 
square, Lay the tenderloin down 
on table, take the larding needle (house 
furnishing stores sell them for 10 cents), 
Start at the largest part of tenderloin; stick 
the needle half through lengthwise: of the 
meat, about half an inch deep and one inch 
long; put your piece of pork in the needle; 
now pull the needle through quickly, so you 
will have the pork an inch in the meat, 
showing a quarter of an inch on each side; 
then put your needle in the same way an 
inch from the first, finish same way to the 
side; now start for the second row, which 
should start between the two first stitches 
and half an inch backwards of the first 
row, so that in taking up one inch will bring 
the point of the needle between the two 
ends of the first row; third row sume as 
first; continue till end of tenderloin. Salt 
the tendérloin, put in roasting pan, w'th 
one onion, carrot, turnip, cut up, two hay 
leaves, two cloves, six allspice and peypers; 
pour a spoonful of melted butter on it and 
roast in hot oven for twenty minutes, Last- 
ing frequently with own gravy cr litile 
stock. While the tenderloin is roasting 
take a box of champignon, cut each che 
lengthwise in two or three pieces, put in a 
saucepan with one quart of the gravy, two 
spoonfuls of liquor from the champignon, 
add salt and’ pepper to taste, and just be- 
fore serving add one glass of sherry or 
Madeira, with a little lemon juice. It inust 
be like a thick syrup. Put the cem-lterluin 
on large platter and pour the gravy alound 
it.

take out apd lay on slices of stale bread to 
dry. Serve at once. 

RIS DE VEAU ANY PETIT PAIS.—Take 
six fresh sweetbreads, let them lie in cold 
water for on hour, changing the water 
twice. Put them in a saucepan with plen- 
ty of cold water, heat slow; change the 
water for cold water before the first boil- 
ing; repeat three to four times, until they 
are snow+white; then let them boil up once, 
add salt to last water; trim all nice when 
cold, lard very fine, as described in tender- 
loin recipe. Salt and pepper them, lay on 
pieplate with half an onion carrot, turnip 
cut small, two bay leaves, two cloves, four 
alispice and peppers; put a small piece of 
butter on each sweetbread, roast until the 
top is nicely brown—about fifteen minutes. 
Take a bag of french péas, drain all water 
off, pour fresh boiling water on them to 
cover, let them stand till needed, then drain 
all water off and put on a platter in a heap, 
salt and butter to taste; lay the sweetbread 
in a ring around the peas, pour a spoonful 
of gravy left from the tenderloin over‘ each 
sweetbread. 

POMMES DUCHESS.—Peel six medium 
potatoes, cut in quarters and boil in boiling 
salted water till done; drain off all water 
and return to stove without cover, so the 
steam can escape, to get the potatoes per- 
fectly dry; mash them through fine sieve 
and add four eggs, keeping one yolk out; 
add sait and about half a cup of flour (some 
potatoes need more, some less), mix well, let 
it get cool. Form oblong pieces about two 
inches long and one inch wide, smodth with 
knife, cut top in squares about one-eighth 
of an inch deep, brush over with the yolk, 
lay on buttered pieplate and brown in oven 
about ten minutes before wanted. 

Game Preparation. 


WOODCOCK.—The woodcock should be 
fresh. Pick the feathers carefully, so as 
not to tear the skin; also pick the neck 
and head. Take the eyes out, rinse the 
bird and dry with a cloth before cutting. 
Cut the back open, taking care to leave the 
necks all on one side of the birds, dress 
them, being careful not to tear the stom- 
ach, which is like a small bag of sand, and 
which is the only part of the woodcock 
not eatable, Chop very fine all the insides

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A DOZEN CITIES 10 BE UNITED 


Ons Object of Consolidation Is to Secure 
Cheaper Taxes and More Exten- 
sive Improvements. 


New York, March 24.—The question of a 
greater Néw Yor is vital to the communi- 
ties it is proposed to incorporate into one 
grand municipality, andatthe same time it 
must be of the greatest interest to every 
citizen in every part of the republic. Al- 
though it is only within the past few years 
thet this subject has been brought within 
the province of legislative action, it has 
been discussed, pro and con, for more than 
forty years, the opposition to it gradually 
breaking down, and new and strong advo- 
cates being added from year to year, to 
those in favor of it. 

In 1890 the legislature of the state of New 
York appointed a commission to inquire into 
the expediency of consolidating the city of 
New York and the various municipalities 
and towns in the state composing its su- 
burbs. In April, 1891, this commission pre- 
gented to the legislature a bill having the 
following provisions: “‘The commissioners 
appointed by and under the provisions of 
ohapter 311 of the laws of 159), are hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare and 
gubmit to the legislature a charter for the 
incorporation, government and administra- 
tion of a city to comprehend the following 
described territory. 

“The city of New York, the county of 
Kings, the county of Richmond, (Staten 
island.) the town of West Chester and 
that portion of East Chester and Pelham 
which ites southerly of a straight line 
@rawn from the point where the northerly 
line of the city of New York intersects the 
center litfe of the Bronx fiver to the mid- 
die of the channel between Hunter's and 
Gien island in Long Island sound, Long 
Island City, the town of Newton, the town 
of Flushing, the town of Jamaica and that 
part of the town of Hempstead, which is 
westerly of a straight line drawn from 
@ point where the easterly iine of the town 
cf Flushing meets the waters of Long Is- 
land sound, through the middle of the 
channel between Rockaway beach and Shel- 
-ter island to the waters of the Atlantic 
ocean.”’ 

In 1893 the commission presented to the 
Jegisiature a bill submitting the question of 
municipal consolidation to a vote of the 
people of the various cities and towns pro- 
posed Se be consolidated. A petition signed 
by over 10,000 citizens of Brooklyn approv- 
" ing the measure was sen” to the legislature 
at the same time, and 200 prominent Brook- 
lyn men appeared in its favor before the 
@ssembly and senate committees on cities; 
but the bill failed to pass, owing, it is be- 
lieved, to the “pressure brought to bear by 
Boss McLaughlin and the Kings county 
ring. 

At the last election nearly all the Brook- 
lyn candidates for the legislature pledged 
themselves in favor of letting the people 
vote upon this question. The present com- 
mission is composed of the following well 
known represeniative citizens: Andrew H. 
Green, president; J. 5S. T. Stranahan, vice

With a greater New York Tammany, as 
a controlling power, would be impossible. 
Mea who do business in New York and 
live in Brooklyn, or near by on Long Is- 
land, would have no divided allegiance 
in their voting, for the home as well as the 
business would be considered. With a great- 
er New York, an academy of art worthy 
the great metropolis would spring up, to be 
followed by institutions for the teaching 
of music, the arts, special courses in medi- 
cine and law, and the hundred and one 
means of culture that are only possible 
in a great community, that has strong local 
pride without being provincial or verdant. 

With such a city, New York would soon 
be with London and Paris, and many of 
the rich Americans, who spend every year 
$250,000,000 abroad, would see the great 
social and educational advantages of the 
great American metropolis and make it 
their home. The movement for consolida- 
tion has been checked by the trick of crip- 
pling amendments, but that success is sure 
to come, no one can doubt who has given 
the matter serious consideration.

The Marking System in Public Schools. 


Editor Constitution: Having read with 
interest the address of Professor Brittain 
to the normal class and board of educa- 
tion on the subject of marking the pro- 
gress of pupils in the public schools, I 
wuld like to offer, through the columns of 
your paper, for thir consideration, the 
“daily marking’ system now in use in 
many schools of other states. 

The evils attendant upon examinations 
convince me that some better method 
should be adopted, if possible, for the de- 
termination of promotions. The chief dif- 
ficulty to be encountered by the adoption of 
any other method is the charge of partial- 
ity, which is so liable to be brought against 
the teacher. As Professor Brittain said: 

“It goes without saying that the moral 
effect of marking depends upon the integri- 
ty of the teacher. The children of the 
poor laborer must receive the same justice 
accorded to the relatives of the highest 
official connected with the schooi system. 
Injudicious marking has brought all mark- 
ing into disrepute.’’» Yet this can be avoid- 
ed by a system of reports used in the 
daily marking method of promotion. 

The first injury which arises from a sys- 
tem of examinations is to the character 
of the instruction itself. It is given, not 
primarily to cause the general development 
and equipment of the pupil, but to prepare 
him to pass a particular examination. Of 
course, it will be granted that some le- 
gitimate growth of the mind may accom- 
pany even that instruction; but it is not 
that broad, ‘full growth which leads tp) 


the exercise of ali the faculties. Moreover, 


instruction will be given on those points 
only which will most probably be covered 
by the examination. Consequently, it is 
not uncommon for a superintendent to 
hear: ‘4 did not teach my pupils that, be- 
cause I did not supnose you would ask 
such a question as that in your examina- 
tion.”’ 

The second injury caused by examina- 
tions is to the teacher. ‘‘hey remove his 
individuality, dwarf his energies, and de- 
stroy his ambition. The teacher feels that 
he will be measured by the number of his 
promotions, and so he must crowd his pu- 
pils forward by whatever methods are 
most likely to aid them in answering the 
questions of the -examination, regardless 
of the peculiarities or requirements of his 
pupils. He becomes part of a great mia-

And, as Professor Brit- 
tain said: ‘Tt has often occurred 
that an excellent scholar has 
failed, throvgh various causes, to answer 
an important question, valued at one-third 
or one-fourth of the examination, and has, 
accordingly, been graded below pupils much 
his inferior.’’ Not unfrequently both teach- 
ers and pupils are entirely unfitted for their 
regular work by the anxiety which preceles 
an examination. Pupils often do themselves 
a great injustice by the nervous excitement 
which has been produced by a dread of the 
examination. Headaches commonly attend 
the close application and confinement inci- 
dent to examination. 

The time. too, which is used in examina- 
tions, could be more profitably used in the 
work of instruction. In many schools at 
least 10 per cent of the time is taken by ex- 
aminations. Moreover, I question very 
much whether any other school method 


furnishes to such an extent both the tempta- 


tion and the means to dishonesty. 

From these and other considerations, I am 
led to recommend that promotions be made 
upon a different basis. The plan which I 
would propose is substantially as follows: 
Let the work done by the pupils and the re- 
sults accomplished by that work he the 
standards for promotion. These can be de- 
termined by the teacher in the study pe- 
riods and recitations of each day. A daily 
record of each pupil on each study. pur- 
sued can be kept; also a record of attend- 
ance, punctuality and deportment. Monthly 
reports can be sent to the parents, thus 
giving each pupil and his parents frequent 
opportunity to know whether he is maintain- 
ing the standard required. This will pre- 
vent the charge of partiality against the 
teacher, because a child has failed of pro- 
motion; for both the parent and the chila 
will have ample opportunity to know his 
standing long befor the time of promotion. 

Then, a pupil whose average for the year 
on everything is above 70 per cent, with no 
grade below 60 per cent, may be considered 
worthy of promotion. But, in making out 
the average, I would also irclude attend- 
ance and deportment, for no child is ready 
for promotion who has been absent 40 per 
went of a year; nor is a child receiving a 
full, well rounded development when he can 
do only 60 pe? cent of the right. The moral 
equipment is more necessary even than the 
intellectual. Prizes, promotions, wclass 
standings and such false incentives are not 
long productive of thorough work. A de- 
ight in study, itself, a pleasure in the as- 
sociations of the schoolroom, an enjoyment 
of the counsels of the teachers—such things 
bring growth of the mental faculties.

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A SKETCH.

There is nothing so deceitful as reforma- 
tion. It is fair-faced and firm-looking, but 
in a vast number of cases it is nothing 
more than a feeble and strengthless patch- 
ing up of the moral structure. Ultimate 
collapse is wrought in its constitution. The 
reformed man deceives himself. He imag- 
ines that he has by a sudd resolve #£c- 
quired enough resisting force to make h:m 
proof against the influences which have 
been enjoying frée rein. He keeps inunscif 
in a sort of moral hothouse for a +*ason, 
but some day the worldly winds get in and 
the promising structure is wrecked, . 

Reformation that Jasts is not ah anmnaly, 
but it is something hard to acquire, he- 
formation that stands the test ui two or 
three decades involves considerable ratural 
strength. A decade represents innumerable 
chances to do the wrong things again, and 
the man who stays reformed that long is 
some sort of a hero. 

Jim Ruff's reformation has always teen 
one of the anchors to my faith ‘n human- 
ity. When I remember its complet :ness, its 
lastingness and its security I feel that the 
yoke of habit is not such a hopeless bund 
of slavery after all. Ruff is no mc~e able 
to understand it than I. Speaking of it the 
other day he said: 

“It's twenty year ago now gence I 1e- 
formed, and in all that time it hev faied 
me but once—jes’ once. You hain’t n> idee 
how hard it’s been at times; it Jes’ seenred 
lak old Stone miounting herself cou'dn't 
hol’ me back, but 1 wuz hilt dav«. Whut 
did it? I don’t ne. Time and ergin I euys 
to myself, ‘Shorely this ain’t you, Jim 
Rough?’ ”’ 

Surely it was not the Ruff that the people 
of a certain mountain village once knew. 
They Knew him as fighting Jim, and it was 
a common saying that “Jim had ruther 
fight than eat,'’ which’ was literaily true. 
Jim had a reputation for looking for figkts. 
If there was a man in the entire county 
who gained local notoriety as a ftgehter 
Ruff made it a point to pick a .juarrel with 
him at the first opportunity. Ruff’s per- 
sonal appearance in those days was pecu- 
liar. His eyes were of deep blue and his 
hair of a gold-brown hue, long, thick and 
curly. 

Ruff was a champion of the old and weak, 
but those who knew him hinted t&at it was 
more from the love of: the fight that such 
championship involved ‘than from any nho- 
bility of heart. One day on the public 
square he met old man Bassett erying. 
The old fellow; told him that Fred Pike, 
a local fighter of considerable note, had 
insulted his daughter. “I'm too old to whip 
him,” said the old man.) “He'd kill me.” 
“Come with me,” said Ruff, and he led 
the way to one of the principal stores, 
where Pike was surrounded by an admir- 
ing crowd. On the way he picked up a 
keen buggy whip and handed it to old Bas- 
sett, who limped, wandering along. Ruff 
astonished the crowd and Pike, by gath- 
ering the latter in a firm grip.and dragging 
him into the street. He gave him a thor- 
ough shaking, and, motio.1ing to old Bas- 
sett, said, ‘“‘Lay it on!” Bassett plied the 
whip, but Pike offered yig>rous resistance. 
Ruff’s fist settled him, When he picked 
himself up he was willing énough to sub- 
mit to the warm chastisement that old 
Bassett gave him. 

In those days Harvey Wade was a fighter 
of no mean pretentions, and was a powerful 
man. He has grown old now, and there 
are streaks of gray in his beard. “Of all 
the fights I’ve ever had,” I once heard him 
say, “the one I had with Jim Ruff was 
the only one that ever excited me. I whip- 
ped him, but it was by: getting in the first 
lick. It was a scared lick—I had no idea I 
could hit so hard. I- must have Knocked 
him twenty feet. The next day lightning 
struck me as: I was. walking down the 
street... When L,came te about a halt 
dozen of the boys were standing around 
me in the drug store. ‘I tole you Jim Ruff 
would git you,’ one .of;them said,” 

Court week was. Ryff’s favorite season. 
All the fighters came to:town and as the 
dispensation o£ whisky was more than 
usually liberal, he was kept busy at his 
favorite amusement. The local. government 
never took official cognizance of. his fights, 
Fighting seemed to be regarded™as his 
constitutional right. 

Sut at thirty Jim reformed. Something 
like ten thousand fights during a life-time 
of thirty years had driven into his head 
the point of wisdom that. it was all vani- 
ty, “foolishness,” as he expressed ‘it.

‘The Crows Are Marsbaling Thiet Forces: 
~ to Tackle the Cornflelds. 


THE CROW AS A MILITARY GENIUS 


A Way Doevised by Which These Birds 
Can Be Exterminated—Interest- 
ing to the Farmers. 


For The Constitution. 

There is much being said just now about 
“The Last Days of the Confederacy,’ but 
how to outgeneral the crows is what is 
uy permost with our folks. 3 

You only have to watch and stu.ly the 
crows to decide that they are natural ili- 
tary geniuses, It would be easy to convince 
an old soldier of the Virginia army thet 
Longstreet failed in his duty as a + eral 
as it would ».e to convice Brown that the 
average crow was not possessed with mili- 
tury instincts. These crows are con: 1g «rt 
from their winter quarters just now and 
forming into companies, regiments and Lri- 
gudes, and their maneuvers in the fiefds 
Show that they are under the control cf 
some master-hand in military tactics. Their 
changes in “base of operations,” their 
knowledge of all the fields, their speedy 
mouvements and strict discipline speaks well 
of their commanders as generals ani of 
them as a military tribe. Never can jou 
catch them off their guard. A comp ay cf 
crows were never survrised. No mazier 
where they halt or for how short s period 
they expect to stay, pickets are alw-ys 
posied. From sume eminence whith \*r- 
lo.ks all the ground these pickers stund 
ready to sound the alarm and make a ¢eur- 
prise impossible. Their discipline 1s so per- 
fect that it is next to impossible ior an 
enemy to get upon them, There is 10 ¢: trag- 
giing, no ‘“‘personal’’ indiscretion, but at the 
sound of the alarm up they rise and awuy 
they go tu pull corn some other day, 

Iver since I can remember it has recn a 
fight between the farmer and the crew. 
Away back in the long ago a ‘“‘scare-crow” 
Was coimmon in every farmer's ftieid. Old 
suits of clothes were stuffed and put spon 
poles and some of them looked ugly enough 
to scare anything, but the crow has cut- 
grown all that. They have progressed with 
the rest of the world and laugh at = such 
old fogyism. Soaking seed corn in poison 
has been resorted to, but still their increase 
is apparent, and tuday the ‘“‘prublem’”’ of 
how to Keep the crows from puliing up our 
vorn is as much a question as ever. 

There is but one way to coinbat the crows 
that me and Brown have ever found, with 
any degree of success. Find their nest 
and then you have them. I want every 
farmer to join in a fight against these 
pests this year, and so I give the process: 
When you have located the nest then build 
a “blind,” close by it; when your biind— 
or several blinds-there  #£srhould 
be one on every side of the tree—is ready, 
gather your neighbors with good guns and 
plenty of ammunition and place them in the 
‘“‘blinds.”” Have a cat ready with plenty of 
good strings to tie with. Tie the cat se- 
curely to the limb of the tree close by the 
nest and await developments. An old crow 
will pretty soon visit the tree and find 
the cat. Such a fuss will then begin as you 
never heard trom a crow before. The alarm 
goes out and pretty soon from every direc- 
tion crows begin to gaiher. The elements 
about the tree where the cat is bound will 
soon be black with crows and you can kill 
them at your heart’s content--kill them 
all. The crow is a game bird, and they 
will stay by their nest fighting the cat 
till the last one has fallen. ‘(hey die with- 
out understanuing from whence it cumeées. 

As I said in the start this «row questicn 
is of greater importance to the worid than 
is “The Last Days of the ‘‘onfederacy.” 
But “vou can’t suppress these lecturers nor 
writers nor talkers on such subjects, nor 
do I wish to do so. But the crow question 
is a live subject, a living, ourniug reslity, 
and he who saves one grain of corn from 
their ravages is greater than he who in-, 
dicts columns to rounded periods ard pretty. 
sentiments calculated to mislead in a hnowl- 
edge of what “The Last Days o% the Con- 
federacy” really was, A man could not be 
found to arise and say to an uverage audi-- 
ence that “The Last Days vf the *Confed- 
days of tyran- 
man could not 
100 yards without a pass that 
were hunted ana urug rom their 
heaton by tyrannical hands; nor would the 
true condition of the brave privates and 
their families be mentioned—this would take 
the element away which coats the subject 
with glory and soothes to rest in sentiment. 
I say no man could be found who would 
go into these things and speak them, yet 
thousands believe it was so. I have al- 
ways thought that there was no use to 
combat sentiment, but Brown says that the 
people have been fed from that spoon till 
they are disgusted with the diet, and that 
we must come down to such questions as 
crow or no crow, corn or no corn. 

It won't do to depend on Brown, though, 
in hardly any subject. Last week he went 
over into South Carolina and came home 
hooping up the dispensary laws of that 
state. He was throwing up hig hat for 
Tillman, and for state whisky, 
lodée meeting, yesterday, he learned enough 
to convince him that it was only te old 
prohibition scheme, or, else, it was a 
scheme to get his great, and grand third 
party into such a stew that they wouldlgnt 
know who they were. Brown is not ac- 
cuainted with but one real big word—that 
is ‘“‘complicated.”” He likes to use th® 
word, and he does use it in place and out 
of lace, in season and out of season. He 
told me yesterday that they were going to 
get up such a mess of complicated compli- 
gations as would completely complicate the 
whole political situation. Instead of throw- 
ing up his hat for the rtate dispensary 
business now, he swears that it 15 owly a 
cat on the limb. He thinks that the poli- 
ticilans are going to tie this dispensary 
question gone ware, that from behind 
“blinds” they can exterminate 8 third 
party by porn agymaer ar M I think he had 
better stick to the subject of crows. 

There has some ‘“‘complications’’ come up 
in Brown's goat-raising scheme that worries 
him and tickles me. He secured a pair of 
Truitt’s legless goats, and was much en- 
tLused of the prospects. The goats did 
seem to be the’very things till they had a 
little older grew, then trouble began.

The Shock of a Ballet Described by 
One Whe Was Hit.

Hooker opened the fight on Lee's left at 
Antietam. McClellan meant that to be the 
battle of his life. His scouts had brought 
him information that Lee's army was 
strung out from Sharpsburg to Harper's 
Ferry, and that the forcé in gray on the 
line of hills above him numbered only a 
few thousand hungry and foot-sore men, 
most of whom had marched all night. Lee 
had to halt at Sharpsburg. He had to 
Aight there. When he looked down on those 
moving masses of blue his heart must have 
Stown faint. He had sent word to Jackson 
the day before to close up. He had sent 
him word at dark that haste was urgent. 
Another courier had departed at midnight 
With the message: “If you do not reach 
me before noon this army will be prisoners 
or exterminated!’’

which we have any certain knowledge. The 
first men, being scarcely more intelligent 
than the animals from whom they are pre- 
sumed to have been evolved, retained their 
blind instincts, among which was thé effort 
to conceal by covering with earth certain 
things that they wished to preserve or to 
decently conceal from sight. As the bodies 
of the dead were useless and offensive they 
were probably buried by primitive man or 
placed in remote and inaccessible places, 
while cremation, which may have been sug- 
gested by superstitious modes of worship, 
came into use later. 

Both methods had their advocates in the 
heathen world long after mankind had 
risen to a high stage of civilization, or even 
Christianity had banished cremation as a 
relic of heathenism. 

The ways in which the two methods were 
practiced were varied and often éocentric. 
The Egyptians embalmed their dead with 
formalities that were more or less costly, 
according to the means of the surviving 
relatives. The Ethiopians, who lived to the 
south of Egypt, probably in the regions 
now inhabited by the Abyssinians, placed 
the corpse in a glass column, where it re- 
mained for a year, after which the remains 
were buried outside the cities or villages. 
Certain vague ideas of salubrity seem to 
have in all ages entered more or less into 
the question of interment. Tradition re- 
lates that certain tribes of troglodytes, who 
may have inhabited the Atlas mountains, 
threw stones upon the dead body until it 
was covered with the mass, when it was 
left to the mercy of the elements. This tra- 
dition doubtless transmits the record of an 
authentic custom, since it is still common 
among the Arabs, and was until recently 
common in Scotland,-for every passer to 
throw a stone upon the spot made memora- 
ble by a tragedy. Thé Parthians buried 
their dead. in the vicinity of a dunghill The 
Assyrians put the remains in honey as a 
methdti of preservation, as at the present day 
alcohol is used for its antiseptic properties. 
The Persians left their dead to be torn in 
pieces by dogs and birds before giving them 
burial. Certain tribes about the Caspian 
carried them into the desert and left them 
there to be eaten by animals or birds of 
prey, or to be shriveled by the sun and 
winds. The Scythians, before burying the 
body, during forty days carried it about in 
a cart to the dwellings of all persons who 
had known the deceased, to pay, as it were, 
a final visit. The German tribes who occu- 
pied the forests of the north of Europe 
before the Christian era, burned their dead 
on a funeral pile and then made a mound 
of green earth over the ashes, a poetical 
c.stom that, as far as the green mound is 
concerned, has survived among their Anglo- 
Saxon descendants. The practice of plac- 
ing the corpse, enveloped in. skins or bark, 
on :platforms supported by poles, common 
among our Indian tribes and also among 
Savages in all parts of the world, was sug- 
gested by the desire to preserve it from 
wild animals. 

The Hebrews treated their dead with re- 
spect. Inhumation was general among 
them in the time of the patriarchs. Caves 
were generally preferred to graves as places 
of entombment, as affording greater secur- 
ity and for the further reasons that their 
habits were migratory, rendering the main- 
tenance of cemeteries almost impossible, 
and that the country they inhabited Was in 
great part a desert, cevered with shifting 
sands. The caves used as tombs are often 
mentioned in the Bible, as well as spices, 
the use of which the children of Israel 
learned in Egypt, and which they used 
after their return to the land of Canaan 
as a preservative in the burial of their dead. 
The manner of construction of the sepul- 
chers of the kings and the tombs of the 
prophets, still seen in a tolerable state of 
preservation near Jerusalem, conveys the 
idea that their builders had some knowledge 
of the interior of the pyramids. After the 
Jews had become more numerous and lived 
in cities the dead were generally buried 
in cemeteries outside the walls, called the 
graves of the children of the people. The 
potter’s field, the name of which is retained 
in nearly all countries, is thought to have 
been so called because the dead were first 
thrown into pits whence clay had been 
taken for the making of pottery. The bod- 
ies of the dead, borne on a bier with the 
face exposed, as is still the practice in parts 
of Spain, were placed, if the means of the 
family permitted, in a fixed sarcophagus 
and covered with such an amount of balms, 
gums and spices as was consistent with the 
rank and wealth of the deceased. Ashes 
to ashes and dust to dust comes from the 
writings of the Arabians. Cremation was 
thought among the Hebrews to imply more 
or less dishonor. 

Burial and cremation were alike prac- 
ticed by the Greeks from the earliest times. 
The body was placed on the funeral piles 
with slaughtered animals and the bodies of 
captives or slaves previously put to death. 
When the fire had done its work it was 
extinguished with wine, and the bonés and 


ashes were placed in urns, sometimes of 


gold. These urns were then placed in tombs, 
commonly constructed along the highways 
not far from the walls of —, wer A 
When a Roman died the nearest freil- 
ative present endeavored to catch his last 
breath. In the earliest period of Roman 
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modern world. In Burope the Catholic 
clergy goes so far as to réfuse to officiate 
if the body of the deceased is to be cre- 
mated. Protestant prejudices are less te- 
nacious, but it is hard to change a practice 
taught by Christianity from the earliest 
ages of the faith, and enjoined by the Bi- 
bie. The Jews adhere to the teachings of 
the Rabbis. Only the absolute hygienic ne- 


cessities of an overpopulated world it would 
seem, will ever succeea in bringing the burn- 


ing of the dead again into general use, 
though in certain populous centers it may

THE REAR-END BRAKEMAN, 


A Picked Man, Plentifally Supplied 
with Torpedoes, Flags and Lanterns. 


From The New York Sun. 

After such a collision as that which oc- 
curred on the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western railroad on January 15th, one hears 
much about the rear-end brakeman. Indeed, 
the whole responsibility for this terrible 
accident, which cost thirteen men their 
lives, seems to lie between the rear-end 
brakeman of the express and the engineer 
of the local that followed all too swiftly. 
Heretofore popular admiration has been 
about equally divided between the conduc- 
tor, with his brass buttons and ticket punch, 
and the grimy, watchful genius in the cab 
who pulls the lever and makes the wheels 
go around. It would seem, however, that 
the modest young man in blue who 
stands idly gazing out the rear window 
of the last car is also entitled to his share 
of the praise. He is not lounging; he is 
en duty and his duty is to watch the ap- 
proach of the rear with the same fdeiiy 
that the engineer bestows upon the forward 
prospect. 

Kivery train is equipped with a conductor 
a baggagemaster, a rear-end brakeman and 
a forward brakeman. Very long trains 
sometimes have aiso a center brakeman. 
The rear-end brakeman has graduateg trom 
the lower order of brakeman. He is the 
flower of his class. Nenceforth there is no 
higher honor for him till he steps out of the 
rank of brakeman altogether and becomes 
a baggagemaster. The baggagemaster is 
a conductor in embryo, and on trains of 
more tnan four Gars he gathers up the 
tickets in the extra cars neares: the bag- 
gage car. He is generally iord of the 
smoker. 

The rear-end brakéman is a walking ar- 
senal. On duty or off his pockets are filled 
with detonating torpedoes, with long tiex- 
ible lead strips attached to fasten them se- 
curely to the tracks. These torpedoes are 
nearly as large as a Silver dollar, and the 
explosive is contained in half a dozen caps 
hidden and  pehenig unger a mass OL 
black wax. e ha’ half a dozen red flags 
on hand and sevéral colored lanterns. All 
around the lower part of the lanterns are 
hung torpedoes of a difterent sort from 
those. citried th the pockets. The lantern 
torpedoes are said to mak@ less noise than 
the others. j 2 >

an ax. The news of the murder leaked 
out from the children. 

A little boy, Francis Willis, eleven years 
old, tells a dramatic story of the crime. 
He testified on the witness stand Thurs- 
day that his father came home from work 
about dark and, Setting his bottle of whis- 
Ky upon the cupboard, called for his sup- 
per. After beginning to eat his meal a 
difficulty arose between the father and 
mother, but the former Sat down on a 
Chair before the fire, when Lillian, the 
girl about fifteen years old, struck him 
with the ax, cutting a gash in his skull. 
Rising up and screaming, Willis threw 
back his head and the mother took the 
ax from the girl and cut him across the 
throat with it. 

The deed was done and in a very short 
time Willis died. The girl says she struck 
the blow with the ax after having cut 
her father’s throat with a razor, while 
Willis was choking her mother to death. 
After drawing the razor across the throat 


of her father and seeing that he was not - 


dead, she picked up the ax and finished 
him. Her plea was that she did the deed 
to save her mother’s life.

Savannah, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)—The 
committee appointed to investigate as to 
insurance rates reported to the city council 
today the result af_the conference with the 
representative of the Southeastern Tariff 
Association in Atlanta. 

Recommendations were made that the 
charges made by the association be investi- 
gated and defects in the fire department 
remedied as far as possible.’

At Least 2,000 People Are Expected to 
Hear the Third ofthe Joint Debates.

Rome, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)—General 
Evans arrived in the city at 6:30 this even- 
ing.

No man ever re 
ceived a heartier welcome than he, and the 
esteem and admiration of the people here 
for him was shown to be of the highest 
character. 

Arrangements for the debate Monday 
have been pushed today. For fear that the 
opera house would be too small to accom- 
modate the crowd it was decided to change 
the place of holding the d2bate to Howell's 
warehouse. Seats are being rapidly put 
up, and no matter how large the crowd it 
will be accommodated. It is thought that 
two thcusand or more will hear the speech- 
es. Reduced rates have been put on by 
the railroads, and many will sg orgy take 
advantage of them. It is said the Atkin- 
son men are drumming up a crowd 
and that a special train on the Chattanoo- 
ga, Rome and Columbus road, from below, 
will bring in his friends from Newnan and 
that vicinity. Mr. Atkinson will probably 
arrive tomorrow afternoon. General Evans 
is in fine spirits. 


FREE RURAL DELIVERY. 


Mr. Moses’s Amendment to the Postal 
: Bill Passes. 

Washington, March 24.—Another one of 
the cases where the secretary of the navy 
had filled a vacancy in the list of cadets 
in the naval academy was called to the 
attention of the house by Mr. Maddox, of 
Georgia. He asked unanimous consent for 
consideration of a joint resolution declar- 
ing a vacancy- in the seventh district of 
Georgia, which is now represented by a 
cadet appointed by Secretary Tracey, re- 
siding in the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, said the gentle- 
man from Georgia was no worse off than 
several other members, and as it Was ap- 
parent that no remedy for the present con- 
dition of affairs could be had, except by 
a general law, and that as long as this 
special legislation was kept up, no general 
bill would be enacted, he felt constrained to 
object. 

Postal Appropriation Bill. 

The house then went into the committee 
of the whole, Mr. Hatch in the chair, upon 
the postal appropriation bill for the year 
ending June 30, 1895. 

Mr: Henderson, of North Carolina, made a 
brief statement of the contents of the bill. 
It carries, he said, a total appropriation of 

7,470,600, or $38,125,500 less than the esti- 
mates of the department. It included an 
item of $196,614 for ‘‘necessary and special 
facilities on trunk iines,’’ which the treas- 
ury department did not recommend. 
Against this item in the bill Messrs. Kyle 
and Loud presented a minority report. 

The postal revenues for the year ending 
June 30, 1895, are estimated by the post- 
master general to be $84,427,748 and the de- 
ficiency in expenses is provided for in the 
bill by an appropriation in bulk. 

Mr. Kyle moved to strike out the item 
appropriating $196,614 ‘“‘for necessary and 
special facilities on trunk lines from Spring- 
field, Mass., via New York and Washington 
to Atlanta and New Orleans.”’ 

This was the item against which he and 
Mr. Loud filed a minority report. The mi- 
nority stated that no postmaster general 
ever recommended an appropriation of this 
character and that railroad lines, which 
had heretofore been the beneficiaries of the 
fund and are not now receiving any part of 
it, were rendering as good, if not better 
service than when they participated in the 
distribution of the appropriation. 

Mr. Kyle argued that the appropriation 
was not only useless because the railroads 
performed just as good service without the 
extra payment as they did with it, but 
that it was sectional, preventing the ex- 
penditure of any portion of the fund in 
any other than one direction. 

Mr. Wise called Mr. Kyle’s attention to 
the proviso ‘‘that no part of the appropria- 
tion shall be expended unless the post- 
master general shall deem guch expendi- 
ture necessary in oruer to promote the in- 
terest of the postal service, saying that 
if that official was opposed to the appro- 
priation, as Mr. Kyle haa said, the money 
would not be used. 

Mr. Kyle responded that the passage of 
such an appropriation was held 
by the department Officials to be 
an expression of opinion . by congress 
that something of this kind was necessary 
and the experience demonstrated the fact 
that despite the views of the postmaster 
general the amount appropriated was neces. 
Sary. 

Mr. Loud criticised the construction of 
the bill, saying that the majority of the 
committee believed, in his opinion, that 
the full amount called for by the estimates 
will be needed, and will have to be pro- 
vided for by a deficiency bill after the next 
election. He called attention to the fact 
that with a full democratic administration 
in contral the committee had accepted the 
full amount estimated for postoffice inspec- 
tors—$300,000—the largest sum ever reported 
by the commtttee. This, he said, was in 
marked contrast with the manner in which 
the committee in the fifty-second congress 
made appropriations to be expended by a 
republican postmaster general. Then, every 
estimate was reduced, and the chairman 
of the committee could truthfully tell the 
house that there wouid soon be, if there were 
not already now, a bill providing for a 
deficiency of $1,200,000 for mail transporta- 
tion. 

An agreement was reached to close gen- 
eral debate on the bill except as to the 
item which Mr. Kyle sought to strike out 
and the bill was taken under the five-min- 
ute rule for amendment. 

Free Rural Delivery. 

Mr. Moses, of Georgia, pleaded for a con- 
tinuation of the experiment initiated by 
Postmaster General Wanamaker for free 
rural delivery and moved to divert $20,000 of 
the appropriation for free delivery for that 
purpose. He criticised the postoffice de- 
partment for failing to carry out the law 
of congress in this regard, which, he safd, 
had been explained there to be due to the 
fact that the officials were too busy with 
other things to study the subject. 

Mr. Talbert, of South Carolina, warned 
the house that if the demands of the farmer 
were not heard and heeded in granting 
them the pittance asked for, the people of 
this great country would one day appear 
in person at the gates of justice, as was 
threatened now, to enforce their demands 
in a mood not easily to be reasoned with. 

This was agreed to and Mr. Moses’s 
amendment, as amended, was adopted.

WITHOUT A COLONEL. 


Augusta's Soldiers .Are Casting About 
for a Commanding Ofiicer. 


A NEW CEMETERY IS BADLY NEEDED, 


The Old One Is Crowded and Is in a 
Bad Location-Governor Tillman 
W orrying the Liquor Dealers. 


Augusta, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)—Since 
Colonel D. B. Dyer has declined the nomi- 
nation of colonel of the Sixth Georgia regi- 
ment, the soldiers are now discussing who 
will be Colonel Levy’s successor. The com- 
missioned officers of the several companies 
who have the naming of the colonel are look- 
ing over the field for a competent man 
who would make a prominent and influen- 
tial officer and would add new spirit to 
the military in this section of the State. 

The officers have about decided not to go 
out of their ranks to select a colonel, and 
if they carry out their present intentions 
it is possible that Captain A. F. Austin, 
of the Clarke Light Infantry, of Augusta, 
may be selected. He is the ranking officer 
of the battalion which will be changed into 
the Sixth regiment. Captain Austin is an 
experienced officer, a thorough tactician and 
& spendid disciplinarian. Captain Austin 
stands high in the community and holds 
several public offices. He would make a 
most acceptable colonel to all the compa- 
nies. The question of who will be colonel 
will be decided next week. 

A New Cemetery. 


Augusta is to have a new cemetery, but 
where it will be located it is hard for the 
city council to decide. 

It is likely that Monte Sano, a beautiful 
suburban spot just south of Sand Hilis, 
will be selected. A syndicate has been 
formed and has been incorporated under 
the name of the Oakridge Cemetery Com- 
pany. There are 100 acres in the tract 
and the city is asked to buy twenty acres 
at $100 an acre. The old city cemetery is 
about filled, and as the land is so low, it 
has been decided not to enlarge the grounds, 
but to establish a new cemetery. Mr. 
Hugh Middleton is trying to induce the 
city to select a new site in north Augusta, 
over the river, which he claims can bé made 
easy of access, 

Port Royal to Liverpool. 


The Port Royal Company’ has made a 
bold step forward in being the first to run 
a direct passenger steamer froin a south 
Atlantic port to Liverpool. 

The steamer Mexican, of the Hast India 
and Pacific line, with a capacity of 5,000 
tons, will start on her initial trip April 
22d and will clear from Port Royal, 
The steamship is equipped with all modern 
conveniences necessary to make an ocean 
trip both enjoyable and pleasant, and has 
unexcelled accommodations for saloon pas- 
sengers. 

The company believes a big business can 
be worked up in that line, and that it will 
greatly help the work that is being ad- 
vanced to develop Port Royal. A large 
number of passengers will be curried over 
on the first trip. Many have made appli- 
cation for staterooms. This new route will 
be cheaper and shorter than the old line 
from New York. The people of the west 
can reach Port Royal more quickly than 
they can go to New York. There will be a 
large crowd in Port Royal on April 22d 
when the Mexican leaves for Liverpool. It 
will be the opening of a new period in the 
marine history of Port Royal and the south 
Atlantic ports. 


The Canal Dam. 


The request of the Messrs. Townes, of 
Edgefield, made upon the city to remove 
from their land the canal dam at the head 
of the locks has not caused Mayor Alex- 
ander any uneasiness. The mayor says the 
city bought the property years ago and 
hokis two deeds for the land, signed by 
the father of the complainants as trustee. 
He is amazed that the sons should put in 
a claim, for their father had sold and re- 
ceived pay for the land. The land in dis- 
pute is only three and one-third acres, 
Which the Messfs. Townes estimate to be 
worth the fabulous sum of $100,000, but the 
mayor corsiders it only worth $5 an acre. 
Mayor Alexander said to the correspondent 
that if some one does not look out the city 
will tear away the dam and build a new 
one higher up the river, which he says he 
can have built for $8,000. If the dam was 
removed he says somebody’s mill on the 
Carolina side of the river would have to 
shut down, for it would lose its water 
ower. The suit does not alarm the mayor 
n the least.

THE EMPEROR AND AMERICA. 


Having Formed a Commercial Treaty 
with Russia, He Tarns This Way. 


Berlin, March 24.—(Copyrighted, 1894, by 
the Associated Press.)}—Emperor William's 
high-flying intentions do not stop at the 
success achieved by the Russo-German com- 
mercial treaty. He recognizes that the un- 
bounded resources of America constitute a 
standing menace to Huropean trade and in- 
dustry; and although he has the greatest 
sympathy for America and Americans, the 
emperor is also awake to the danger of 
the repetition of such a blow as that in- 
filicted py the McKinley policy. His idea is 
that Europe must be prepared to take a 
comfnon stand against any commercial 
measure which directs itself not against any 
individual nation in Hurope, but against all 
Europe. The well known ambition of the 
emperor to bring about a friendly common 
relation between the European nation show- 
ed itself years ago by the calling of ah in- 
ternational congress in the interest of the 
better protection of workmen. His many 
travels enabled him to look upon such mat- 
ters with an eye which does not halt at 
the borders of Germany. The movement 
spoken of, though su: in embryo, may be 
expected when events necessitate it. This 
is now held to be the idea underlying 
Chancellor Von Caprivi’s Dantzic speech. 

The so-calléd Miquel tntrigue is still can- 
vassed in the conservative press, where the 
doctor’s prospects and fitness for the chan- 
cellorship are openly discussed. The in- 
trigue is fomented by disappointed place 
hunters ‘and from the fact alone that Dr. 
Miquel has utterly faileu to gain the sup- 
port of the cefiter party, which has many 
grievances against him, and which distrusts 
the effect which his promotion might have 


upon Germany’s prestige abroad. 
Lnere is no neeu to tnink that Chancellor 


‘von Caprivi’s position is the least shaken. 


The frequency with which Emperor Wil- 
liam has suddenly and unexpectedly called 
the garrison of Berlin under arms has 
generally been regarded as evidence of 
mere eaprice upon his part; but it is now 
becoming generally accepted as being part 
of a well-defined scheme of the emperor 
to overawe the lawless classes, such as the 
socialists and anarchists and other dis- 
satisfied elements of the population. 

In this connection it is now remembered 
that the emperor suddenly turned out the 
garrison of this city on election day, then 
on May day, and lastly on the day follow- 
ing the socialist celebration of the anniver- 
sary of the revolution of 1848. 

The Hamburg Nachrichten maintains the 
accuracy of the statement heretofore de- 
nied that arrangements are being made for 
a summer or autumn meeting between Em- 
peror William and the czar, and in spite of 
the official denial, thé meeting of the two 
emperors is generally regarded as probable. 

Since the conclusion of the Russo-Germanh 
commercial treaty Count von Bulenberg 
has returned to his duties as Prussian 
minister at Munich, after a short gojourn 
here, which led to the report that he had 
been summoned to attend the emperor on 
the latter’s visit to Abbazia. It is now 
learned that the count’s visit fo this city 
was c cted with his impending appoint- 
ment to succeed Prince Réuss as German 
ambassador at Vienna, the most important 
post in the diplomatic service of Germany. 

Count von Eulenberg is a brother of the 
Prussian premier, and seems likely to prove 
a successful ambassador. Dr. Thlelmann, 
the negotiator of the Russo-German com- 
mercial treaty, will succeed Count von Fiu- 
lenberg as Prussian minister at Munich. 

The Cologne Gazette says it is author- 
ized to state that Herr Benigsen, leader of 
the national liberals, does not intend to 
retire from political work upon completing 
his seventieth year. 

The very representative suit which Em- 
— William has taken with him to Ab- 

la seems to indicate that he anticipates 
Vv important political matters to arise 
during his sojourn at the seaside. The suite 
includes the headquarters commandant, 
the military and naval secretaries, a hi 
official of the foreign office, and a physi- 
cian, Dr. Leuthold. Emperor William is 
not expected to return from Abbazia until 
towards the end of April, when he wil] re- 
side at the new palace at Potsdam.

A ROYAL WEDDING. 


How Lord Roseberry Will Carry Prin- 
cess Maud to the Altar. 
London, March 2#-—The queen and the 
prince of Wales have given their consent 
to the marriage of Premier Roseberry to 
Princess Matid of Wales, and the official 
announcement may be expected any day. 
This was the busiress which caused Rose- 
berry’s urgent summons to the queen’s 
presence on the Saturday before the an- 
nouncement of Gladstone’s retirement and 
the mysterious hcbnobbling of the minis- 
ters on the Sunday following. How the 
radicals wilt relish the leadership of the 
prince of Wales’s son-in-law, who will, 
presumably, be peculiarly stsceptible to 

court influence, remains to be seen. 

Princess Maudé, or ‘Harry,” as she is 
often called at home, wai said, a while ago, 
to be growing prettier etery day and more 
like her royal mothe.

The princess of Wales, 
like every other right-minded English lady 
at the head of a household, has diligently 
taken her family to church—at Sandring- 
ham to the parish church; in Londen, not 
only to the Chapel Royal, St. James, but 
also to Berkley chapel, Mayfair, of which 
the Rev. Teignmouth Shore is the. incum- 
bent, and it was he who was selected to in- 
struct the princess in the principles of the 
Christian faith. All three princesses are 
very fond of animals and of flowers, and 
take almost as much interest in the kitchen 
garden at Sandringham as in the flower 
beds.

At this point President Cleveland framed 
the reply to the many pleas which had 
been pouring in upon him, and which, up 
to this point he had not attempted to an- 
Swer or parry, except by casual remarks, 
He stood beside his large desk, with one 
hand resting on it, and spoke to the fifteen 
or twenty earnest men before him. His 
words came slowly and with deep earnest: 
ness. He spoke of his anxiety to help the 
congressmen and their people by such 
action as would be best for the whole 
country. .It was a question above major- 
ities in congress or of any other personal or 
selfish consideration. He told them that 
they had his sympathy and that he earnest- 
ly wished tha: he was at liberty to look 
at the matter and act solely from their 
point of view. In fact, nothing would please 
him more than to leave the matter to be 
settied by congress. But congress had turn- 
ed it over to him and upon him rested the 
responsibility which he could not and would 
not evade. The performance of his full duty 
obliged to consider not the interests of this 
or that section, but the welfare of the whole 
people, and that duty he should endeavor 
to discharge to the best of his ability. To 
that end he had sought information from 
all sources and heard all interests. He in- 
tended to take all fac:s into consideration 
and to base his decision upon the convic- 
tion he should reacias to the interests of 
the whole people. The president spoke feel- 
ingly of the gravity of the responsibility 
thus imposed upon him by the differences in 
various localities. He pointed out some 
of the features urged against the ll. He 
did not say that they were fatal defects, 
yet the tendency of his statements was to 
show that he could not yet reconcile him- 
self to the views the silver men had ex- 
pressec. Mr. Cleveland spoke for fully five 
minutes.

Mr. Cleveland gave no intimation of 
what his purposes were, but he said he was 
considering the bill calmly and dispassion- 
ately and without regard to any other con- 
sideration except its effect upon the country. 
if that effect would be good, in his judg- 
ment, he would sign it. If it would be inju- 
rious, he wouid veto it. There could be, he 
said, no middle course. It was not a question 
of courage, he said, but whether the bill was 
right or wrong, and his actions regarding 
the measure would be’ based wholly upon 
the conclusions to be drawn from these 


propositions. 
He Looks Older. 


The president's visitor stated that Mr. 
Cieveland was showing the effect of the 
terrible pressure which had been brought 
to bear upon him for and against the bill. 
He looked years older than he did when he 
returned from his munting trip a few weeks 
ago. 

From what the president is quoted as 
saying today, it is obvious that he will 
avail himselt-of the full limit of time af- 
forded him in which to dispose of the bill. 
Whether he signs it or vetoes it, his action 
will not-be taken in all probability before 
Monday of next week.

FARMERS ARE FEEDING THEW. 


Dime Museums Make Him an Offer 
to Exhibit Himself 


PEOPLE ARE GETTING EXCITED, 


The Fear the Toughs in the Mob Will 
Pillage and Murder—The Leader Is 
Proud of His Band. 


Massillon, C., March 24.—The great army 
of the Commonweal of Christians has final- 
ly been organized. During this afternoon 
and evening nearly two hundred tramps, 
bums and cranks, together with a few 
men who would doubtless work if they 
were given an opportunity, arrived here 
from various parts of the country and 
placed their names upon the registration 
slips provided by Chief. Marshal Brown. 
After being registered the recruits were 
formed into groups, each consisting of fifty 
men and a deputy marshal. These groups, 
which are numbered consecutively, are in 
turn made to compose communes, commu- 
nities and cantons. The army is encamped 
under a circus tent on the left bank ef 
the Tuscarawas river, where fires were 
kept burning all night and a din sufficient 
to destroy the sleep of Massillon was main- 
tained. 

The first meal in camp was supper this 
evening. It consisted of hot tea, served 
and soda crackers. 
Louis Smith,” who poses as the “ great 
unknown,’' was appointed marshal of the 
day, and under his orders a guard was 
placed around the camp with orders to 
“udmit none but the brothers who were 
able to give the countersign. All the 
others were required to send cards to head- 
quarters in order to gain admittance. 

The first official order of Marshal Brown 
was issued this afternoon. lt was as fol- 
lows: 

‘In the fleld, Camp Concord, March 24.— 
The commonweai will arise at 6 @tlock 
Easter morning. <All groups, communes, 
communities and cantons will report at 
once to their marshals. At 10 o’clock there 
will be services in camp.

ENGLISH AFFAIRS. 


The Deficit in Great Britain's Budget This 
Year Is Smal! 

London, March 24.—(Copyrigted, 1894, by 
the United Press.)—-The draft of the regis- 
tration bill, which is about to be introduced 
in the house of conmmons, confirms the im- 
pression which has lately obtained that it 
is the intention of the government to bring 
about a dissolution of parliament next au- 
tumn. The bill is a much briefer measure 
than was expected. It provides simply for 
a half-yearly registration with a three 
months’ residence qualification, 
all elections shall take place on the same 
day, instead of spreading over several 
weeks, as has hitherto been the custom. 
These two provisions are all that are con- 
tained in the bill. The one-man-one-vote 
principle upon which the opposition relied 
as a pretext for demanding the redistribu- 
tion of the electoral areas will form a 
separate measure in the introduction, in 
which the government will not be in a great 
hurry. The decision to introduce this meas- 
ure as a distinct bill has taken the oppo- 
sition by surprise. The liberals, in effect, 
aim at the destruction of the system of 
plural voting, which will be accomplished 
by the establishment of a system of simul- 


tancous elections. The unionists, of course, |

for it the condemnation of the lords. Then 
the Welsh disestablishment bill, and the 
proposal to relegate Scottish measures to a 
Scottish grand tommittee will follow, and 
these two are relied on to awaken the en- 
mity of the upper house. The almost cer- 
tain rejection of these measures will have 
the effect to confirm the determination of 
the people to shatter the legislative power 
of the house oi lords, 

A decisive exposition of the attitude of the 
majority of the house of commons towards 
the house of lerds has been arranged, and 
this will be put forth very much in the form 
of a challenge through the resolution which 
is soon to be introduced by James Henry 
Dalziel, a Scottish liberal, representing the 
Kirkcaldy district. Mr. Dalziel, who is a 
pronounced home ruler, and holds advanc- 
ed views on all political and social ques- 
tions, will unquestionably secure to his 
resolution a strong Scotch support. The 
resolution will be framed under the approv- 
al of the government, so that, though Mr. 
Dalziel may be its father, it will have the 
sponsorship of the ministry. The exact 
terms of the motion have not yet been de- 
cided upon, but it wil define with precision 
the intentions of the government towards 
the house of lords, and pretty clearly out- 
line the future status of that body, as the 
opponents of the hé&reditary house think it 
should be. The measure will be seriously 
discussed by the cabinet before it is placed 
on the notice papers of the house, preiimin- 
ary to its formal introduction. It is ex- 
pected that the debate on the resolution will 
be finished so that a division can be taken 
on April l7th. In anticipation of the strug- 
gle over the resolution all the parliamenta- 
ry whips are mustering their forces. A 
full attendance is assured, and the event 
will be undoubtedly the most momentous of 
the session. 

Mr. Gladstone’s constituents do not accent 
the ex-premier’s letter to Mr. Cowan, chair- 
man of the Midlothian liberals, as a fare- 
well aGdress, but merely as a definition of 
the political situation as effected by his 
retirement from active leadership. Every- 
body is satisfied that there is to be no de- 
parture from the Gladstonian programme, 
but that Mr. Gladstone is still the leader 
of the liberal party, though Lord Roseberry 
is nominaiy at its heac. 

The operation which will necessarily be 
performed upcn Mr. Gladstone’s eyes, will 
likely be delayed for three months, and un- 
til that time the ex-premier will rest, 
though it is possible that he may make his 
appearance in the house in the meantime, 
should any important occasion require it. 
The understanding is that if the operation 
is successfui, and Mr. Gladsone is assured 
that it will be, he will immediately return 
to public life and lead the election campaign 
as a candidate for re-election from Midlo- 
thian, and after months of perfect rest 
what is more likely? Baring the trouble 
with his eyes and slightly defective hearing, 
he is physically well and strong. His re- 
turn to active political work would ensure 
him an ovation every time he made his ap- 
pearance on the stump in the populous cen- 
ters, and that, together with his eloquence, 
would make such an effective appeal to 
popular sentimert, that he would carry the 
liberals back to power with increased ma- 
jorities. This is one of the possibilities 
that the unionists dread, and one of the 
probabilites that the liberals are looking 
forward to wth feelings of confidence. 

The latest calculations of experts increase 
the prospects that the budget will show a 
defici: much greater than was expected. 

According to The Beonomist, the deficit 
fo” the fiscal year ending March 3ist, will 
amount to £1,400,09. For the coming year 
the total revenue is estimated at £91,500,000, 
as against the estimated expenditures of 
£91,000,000. As the figures are approximately 
correct there is certain to be a pretty sharp 
debate over the budget when it is discuss- 
ed in committee in the house. 

The failure of the New Zealand Loan 
Company, has very seriously affected a 
prominent and very useful member of the 
cabinet—A. J. Mundella, president of the 
board of trade—together with two ex-cab- 
inet ministers, John Eldon Gorst, and Sir 
James Fergusson, respectively solicitor gen- 
eral and postmaster general in the cabinet 
of Lord Salisbury, and Sir George Russell, 
member of parlhament for Berkshire. These 
gentiecmen were directors in the company 
and were largely instrumental in its pro- 
motion. The receiver of the company’s af- 
fairs, after a thorough examination of its 
condition, as to the causes which led to 
its insolvency, has mads a report in which 
he arraigns the financial board of directors 
as having given their assent to mislead- 
ing statements of the company’s assets, 
etc., in their official reports, and has even 
hinted at fraud in their issue of debenture 
bonds. The receiver concluded his report 
with a demand for the public examination 
of the directors and the court 
has decided that the examination shall 
be proceeded with. Mundelia, after the 
publication of the purport of the receiv- 
ers’ report and the decision of - the 
court thereon, tendered his resignation to 
Lord Roseberry, but the premier deferred 
his acceptance unti! he could «ascertain 
whether or not the developments of the 
examination in court justified Mundella’s 
retirement. The political career of every 
one of the gentlemen named is involved 
in the outcome of the court proceed.ngs 
and their political future will enevitably 
be -blasted if they cannot clearly prove 
thentselves innocent of the charges of the 
receiver of the New Zealand company.

AN UNUSUAL STEP FOR THEM. 


For the Past Ten Years They Have 
Not Been Active, 


COLONEL LIPSCOMB DECLINES TO RUN 


Whites Talk About Withdrawing Support 
#rom the Colored Schools if the 
Blacks Get Active in Politics. 


Columbia, 8. C., March 24.—(Special.)—The 
negro movement to take part in municipai 
politics is more formidable than expected. 
Today was the first day of registration 
and although only about 100 negroes: regis- 
tered, that is ten times the number that 
have usually registered. It is currently re- 
ported that fourteen white men, some of 
them prominent citizens, are encouraging 
negroes to vote with a view of getting 
offices for themselves, These rumors caused 
great indignation among democrats today 
and a meeting of the city democratic exec- 
utive committee was called immediately. 


The committee issued an address which will — 


be published tomorrow, urging upon demo- 
crats the great necessity of registering, as 
for the first time in ten years, the colored 
line has been drawn in local politics. 
Colonel Lipscomb, an active and enthusi- 
astic anti-Tillmanite, was mentioned in con- 
nection with the mayoralty on the ticket to 
be supported by the negroes and disappoint- 
ed politicians, but in a card in The Evening 
Journal, he emphatically denies that he had 
anything to do with it or would run under 
any circumstances. Colonel Lipscomb is a 
good man and splendid citizen and people 
here would not believe the reports concern- 
ing his candidacy, although they were re- 
peated almost every minute this morning. 


It is said that negro preachers in their 
sermons tomorrow, will urge their members 


to register, and a large number are expect- 
ed to follow their advice. The negroes had 
watchers at the registration places today 
and took down the names of every man 
who came up to register. They are ready 
to dicker with any white man who will 
promise to give them representation on the 
police force or on the school boards. It is 
not thought that they can get anybedy of any 
influence to run, but they have approached 
several gentlemen and promised their sup- 
port if promised some representation in the 
city government. 

In view of the fact that the negroes are 
raising trouble about the election, a strong 
sentiment is being expressed that the white 
people take away the support for their city 
schools. The negroes have excellent schools 
in the city and a vast portion of the money 
comes from white taxpayers who levy a 
speial tax to keep up city schools: The peo- 
ple here want no trouble, but if the worst 
must be met _ they will do it.

Senator Butler Is  Active—John Gary 
Evans Looks a Winner. 
Columbia, S. C., March 24—(Special.)—On 
this side the Savannah the political out- 

look is misty. It is even fogzy. 

During the last week the newspapers rep- 
resenting the conservative or anti-Tillman, 
anti-Ocala faction have betfayed symp- 
tums of an incipient rebellion against Sen- 
ator Butler. Not since Cieveland’s inaugu- 
ration, not since the policy of the senator 
relative to South Carolina appointments de- 
veloped itself, have there been any evi- 
dences ef conservative enthusiasm for him, 
but the appointment of a Tuillmanite as 
postmaster -at Columbia through his 
tacit consent, if ont active co-operation, 
has led two or three of the conservative 
dailies (there are only five in the state) to 
crjtizise him in anything but extenuating 
terms. 

It is not to be understood yet that Gener- 
al Butler will not receive the solid support 
of the conservatives as against Tillman, 
but the signs are multiplying that some- 
thing else is possible. The conservatives 
say that they have borne the heat and bur- 
den of the struggle which.Senator Butler 
has hitherto been identified with, and that 
at this period of the game he is leaving 
them “the bag to hold,’’ while he uses the 
federal patronage in a way which means 
advantage to himself and recipients. 

It is scarcely probable that a third man 
will enter the senatorial contest, for the 
reason that it will be difficult to find a man 
willing to go in with all the odds against 
him. 

Senator Butler does not care to have the 
active backing of the conservatives at this 
time. He doubtless thinks that his one 
chance of success lies in making successfui 
foraging expeditions into Tillman territory 
m& search of votes while the conservatives 
are resting on their arms, inasmuch as any 
kind of conservative demonstration throws

Evans Has a Confident Air. 

In the gubernatorial race kaleidoscopic 
changes continue and any part of a day is 
apt to bring forth something new and nov- 
ei in the situation.

Many, seemingly, connect themselves with 
the church for what they can make out of 
the church. Such, perhaps, forget that the 
Masier came on earth to serve, not to be 
served. Church membership is not necessari- 
ly salvation from sin. Judas Iscariot was a 
member of the church, as the church then 


@xisted. Judas had his place; that is, we 


@re told, “that he might go to his own 
piace." He reached his Own place, through 
the church. Is there_no difference, then, 
between the church and the world? I suppose 
the same ground produces tares and wheat; 
I presume that th will grow until the 
harvest. Will there be a harvest, then? 
I was thinking of the Apostle Paul, and of 
what he said to the churches of Galatia, 
iv, 7: “Be not deceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap.”’ 
Were 1 a pastor or a preacher of the ever- 
lasting gospel, I would desire the love of my 
people shown me in many ways. Especially 
would I have need of ‘a k of oats,”’ and 
a “little curry comb and brush.”’ And there 
are many, very many loving Christians, 
and many loving congregations, and many 
loving pastor. And love “works no ill to 
his neighbor,” if he is a neighbor and will 
so regard his pastor. Love cuts a deep fur- 
row. Love breaks up the fallow ground. 
In Harrisburg, Pa., a few days o, the 
centennial anniversary of the arket 
Square Presbyterian church was celebrated. 
This is one of the oldest Presbyterian 
churches in the country. In front of the 
church, on scarlet streamers, fluttered the 
Hkenesses of John Knox und John Calvin, 
the heroes of Presbyterianism in the old 
world. On the window ledges were printed 
the names of Francis Herron, Jonathan 
Edwards, John Witherspoon, John Rogers, 
John McMillan, Archibald Alexander, 
Davd Elliott, Charles Hodge, Albert Barnes, 
Philemon Fouse, John Elder and Charles 
Nisbet. It was a great day for the Presby- 
terians of Harrisburg. The sermon Was 
preached by Rev. John DeWitt, D.D., L.LD., 
whose father, for fifty years, had been the 
pastor of the congregation. His subject was 
“The Beginning Presbyterianism. 


Dr. W. J. Scott, whose pen is rarely 
idle, and who is confessedly one of the 
ablest writers of the present generation, 
has paid a glowing tribute to the character 
of. Rev. William D. Anderson, D.D., who 
died a few weeks ago at Marietta, Ga., 
and who was one of the leading exponents 
of Methodism in the South. 

The career of Dr. Anderson, embracing 
the achievements of the soldier, the lawyer, 
the legislator and the man of God is famil- 
iar to nearly every one in the city. Dr. 
Anderson was at one time the pastor of the 
First Methodist church and the tribute 
of Dr. Scott, which is sired by a long per- 
sonal friendship, will be widely appreciated: 
|‘ ‘Anderson of Cobb,’ as they were wont 
to call him at the old capitol building, 
‘Bill Anderson,’ as the confederate boys 
were accustomed to salute him, had qual- 
ities of head and heart that sooner or 
later impress the generation. Not always 
in life, for some of the noblest of men 
have gone down to their grave ‘unwept, 
unhonored and unsung.’ 
“But sooner or later they are found 
out and henceforward their graves become 
the Vernon shades of Mecca scenes of 
human pilgrimage. 
“Dr. Anderson combined those qualities 
that are not always found in accord. They 
were humility and courage, In the intimacy 
of close personal friendshp I have perhaps 
foolshly charged him with a morbid seif- 
depreciation. Not that he was an ecajesi- 
astical Uriah Heep, but because his stan- 
dard of moral character was lofty beyond 
the appreciation of the average Christian. 
But his most striking characteristic was his 
cdurage. This he illustrated on battle fields 
amidst the shrieks of the dying and the 
screams of shelis; in legislative halls amidst 
the strife of tongues; in cold and hunger as 
he traveled hard mountain districts. 
“Years ago he might have been in con- 
gress or in the gubernatorial chair, but he 
preferred to go on his lonely way singing: 
“Jesus I my cross have taken.’ 
‘He never alluded to these politital pos- 
sibilities. He was too modest for that, just 
as he winced when Emory college made him 
a doctor of divinity. In the pulpit his 
courage Was as conspicuous as on the 
platform. He did not scold like a drab, but 
he rebuked sin in no mincing tones. 
“While he did not affect the airs and 
tricks of a word-monger, he preached at 
short intivals with immense power. I could 
readily name a half dozen Georgia preach- 
ers who are more attractive to the majority 
of churchgoers, yet I cannot name half 
that number who were his equal in logical 
ability and forceful utterance. 
“In debate he had the stature and bearing 
of an intellectual athlete, While he was gen- 
tle and courteous to a fair-minded adver- 
sary when brought to confront an opponent 
with great issues in legislative halls or on | 
the conference floor, he was not sparing of 
incisive and emphatit uttefances. 
“Long years hence his conference breth- 
ren, when talking about some good deed 
or noble word wrought or uttered, they 
WHi say one to another, ‘that was ever 
|‘Bill Anderson’s” way.’ 
“Miss Thackeray, I believe it was, who 
said of great, authors what applies in an 
pap sy ae to ee friend: 
“ *Who never turned back, but mar 
breast forward, 2 vaed 
Never doubted clouds would break, 
Never dreamed the right was worsted— 
Wrong could triumph 
Held—we fall to rise—baffied to fight better 
Sleep to wake.’ ”’

“That ia true. 

“He did say it. 

“Mr. Cleveland told me that these bankers 
have got the country by the leg. Then The 
Constitution goes on to say, ‘That’s what 
Sherman wanted.’ Let me show you how 
false that is.” 

It would be tedious to follow Colonel 
Oates through the mazes of his explana- 
tion, but it’ was briefly this: That John 
Sherman was the author of the resumption 
act, under which greenbacks were i be re- 
deemed and destroyed, which continued un- 
til that process was stopped years after by 
a democratic house. This left $346,000,0/) of 
this money outstanding which is redeo2mable 
in coin, The gold reserve in the treasury is 
$100,000,000. The holders of these greelscks 
have the right to present them at the treus- 
ury for redemption, and the gold would 
have to come. They could not only deriete 
the treasury of its $100,000,000, but hold 
claims which the coun:ry eculd 
not satisfy for $246,000,000 more. 

“It was the democrats who stopped Sher- 
man in having this coin-bearing obligation 
wiped out,’’ culminated Colonel Oates, 
leaving the natural conclusion ‘that it is 
bad democratic policy to which the country 
owes its present condition. 

They Evidently Want the World to 
Stand Still. 

‘I know that neither Cleveland nor Car- 
lisle wanted to sell bonds. When Harrison 
turned over the country, it was bankrupt. 
Two months before Secretary Foster had 
the plates ready, and was going to issue 
bonds, but he was stopped by Harrison, 
whose purpose was to throw the onus upon 
the incoming democratic administration. 
Thus, explains Mr, Carlisle, demands come 
to the treasury for gold, and, once (ft is 
rerused, the cry goes forth that the demo- 
cratic party has run the country into bank- 
ruptcy. 

“There is only one way to get money, 
Mr. Constitution, and that is to borrow 
it, unless you put a direct tax upon the 
people. The sale of bonds is only to fill 
up the gap until democratic policy can 
be built up, under which the remedy will 
come.” 

Calotrel Oates then proceeded to argue 
for tariff reform, under the idea that Eu- 
rope needed American agricultural products, 
which could be exchanged there for the 
cheaper manufactures which they had to 
sell us, and thus both parties would be 
benefited, and trade would be gradually 
improved. 

“I have no special love for Mr. Cleve- 
land,’’ then said Colonel Oates, noticing the 
dead silence which had prevailed during the 
cuckoo performance. 7 
“T sent him a telegram this morning, 
urging him to sign the seigniorage bill, say- 
ing the Alabama democracy called for it.” 

This. brought the first applause during 
the statement. 

“The last time I saw Mr. Cleveland he 
was very much distressed about the situa- 
tion, and he said to me: 

‘“*For God’s sake, in passing the seign- 
iorage bill, do not put any conditions to 
ag 

“IT see, since I have come home, that 
conditions requiring the immediate enforce- 
ment of such coinage have been put to it, 
and that is the difficulty which greets Mr. 
Cleveland now. The Dill, as passed, puts 
the mints on silver coinage to the tempor- 
ary suspension of gold. 

“Mr. Cleveland’s idea is that the payment 
of any of the bonds in silver would send 
gold up to a premium, and I agree with 
him. 

“What do you gain by fighting the ad- 
ministration?’ exclaimed the colonel, wind- 
ing up this part of his discourse. “What 
good will criticism do? This is a large 
country, and egstern democrats, as shown 
by the filibustering on the seigniorage bill, 
do not agree with other democrats on sil- 
ver, and we cannot all have our own way.” 
Where Oates’s Statement Leaves the 

Country. 

To sum up the argument of Colonel Oates, 
which was very diffuse and jumbled, mixed 
up here and there with extraneous matters 
so as to destroy its coherency, the situation 
is this: 

1. There are outstanding $346400,000 green- 
backs redeemable in coin, which Mr. 
Cleveland interprets as gold, supposed to 
be all ‘n the pockets of the people, but 
most of which has been carefully laid asiae 
and is now included in the immense bank 
reserve of New York city. 

2. The New York bankers stand ready, at 
a moment’s notice, to present these notes, 
and demand the gold, thus wiping out the 
reserve. “Got the country by the leg,” 
as Mr. Cleveland says, through Colonel 
Oates. 

3. President Cleveland sits in the white 
house, ‘“‘between two fires,” and acts 
through fear of what the New York bank- 
ers may do, instead of throwing himself 
upon the silver production of the country, 
and fighting the insolence of this threaten- 
ing Wall street power. 

4. Colonel Oates, like his chief, sits power- 
less, offering no remedy for fhis state of 
affairs, except to shell out the gold, when 
they might as well exercise the option of 
giving them silver, and submit to all the 
exactions of Wall street. 

5. The people must quietly submit to all 
this, neither squirming when Wall street 
applies the screws, nor criticising those 
whose supineness offers neither remedy nor 
resistance. 

6. This is stated by Colonel Oates, on 
the authority of President Cleveland. 

7. Yet Colonel Oates and Mr. Cleveland 
are both “‘the friends of silver.” 

Colonel Oates’s Campaign. 

The series of campaign speeches which 
Colonel Oates closed -tcday have not been 


attended by such crowds as he expected, 


nor has he ‘succeeded in arousing those 


| who heard him to any great degree of en- 
thusiasm. It must be recollected that Col- | 
ye are a” ae | Ni :

* onel Oates’s personality appeals strongly 


to all Alabamians. As colonel of the Fif- 
teenth Alabama, he left an arm in Vir- 
ginia; and, during reconstruction days, he 
was a host in himself. He is bluff and 
straight-forward, very impulsive, and his 
friendship is easily gained. He has served 
in state legislatures, in constitutional con- 
ventions, and is now serving his seventh 
term in congress. He has great faith in 
himself as being stronger than his party, 
as was illustrated in his Opelika speeth, 
when he declared that— 

“If nominated, I will be elected—and by 
honest means, at that!’’ 

His pause before the lattét phrase lent 
it emphasis. He had just “told how his 
constituents in the third district ‘“thad been 
mortified by the vote in the August elec- 
tion (in which Governor Jones was. the 
candidate), and their gratification that, in 
the November election following, I had 
reclaimed these counties.”’ Later on in his 


speech, he referred to the same matter 


again, by saying: 

“If you nominate me I will have an hon- 
est majority.’’ 

There were present friends of Governor 
Jones who are inclined to take umbrage at 
these remarks, as they hold them to be a 
reflection on the majority which the gcv- 
ernor obtained in the last election. Does 
Colonel Oates, they say, mean Ly eaying 
that his majority will be an Lonest one, 
that that given to Governor Jones was 
doubtful? It is known that Governor Jones 
is exceedingly sensitive to criticisms of the 
majority he gained in his last election, as 
he believes it was squarely won. 

Colonel Oates attacks Colonel Kolb with 
a good deal of earnestness. 

“He is a genial fellow,” says he, “who 
knows how to shake hands. His principal 
claim to distinction is that he got nis name 
attached to a watermelon which is a cross 
between a gourd and a pumpkin. He has 
an inordinate vanity for office, and sem.)ds 
me of a story. A country boy, going to 
town, determined to see a show, and went 
into one of the grand city churches, instead, 
where he was shown away up to a front 
pew. The preacher was telling of the last 
day when the great division between the 
sheep and the goats should take place. 
Casting his eye over the congregation, the 
preacher asked: 

‘***Who’'ll be the goat? 

‘“‘No answer coming, the country boy, who 
still had it in his head that he was in a 
show, rather than see one of the characters 
missing, arose and said: 

‘By G—d, I'll be the goat!’ 

“Colonel Kolb, in every election, insists 
upon being the goat.” 

Then Colonel Oates will create a diversion 
by saying over again: 

‘If I am nominated I am _ sure to be 
elected—and by honest means!”’ 

As to the Senatorship. 

There is no doubt but that Colonel Oates 
is sore over the statement that he has an 
eye on Senator Morgan’s seat, Such an in- 
tention expressed would ruin his chances, 
though there are circumstances which tend 
to prove it. In Alabama the contest for 
governor and senator runs parallel. The 
same agency in each county which selects 
delegates to the state convention also nom. 
inates the legislative candidate. Thus, if 
Oates should gain a majority of the dele- 
gates he would have at the same time a 
majority of the legislature elected with 
him, and he could be sworn in as governor, 
only to go out a few days later as senator. 
It is not to be supposed that a man who 
has become so tied up in Clevelandism as 
has Colonel Oates would be willing to see 
the great advocate of free silver coinage re- 
elected to the senate. Therefore, the friends 
of Senator Morgan, in order to be fore- 
armed, are preparing to take care of his 
canvass, so that Colonel Oates may not 
have the temptation of the senatorship 
dangling before his eyes. 

The campaign from now on promises to 
become lively, and the Alabama yeomanry 
will show to the world that they are not 
to be snared by the song of a cuckoo bird.

THE WESTERN QUESTION. 


What Shall Be Done with the Outlying 
Islands? 


Editor Constitution—The American people 
have a western question, and it is of much 
more importance to us than the ponderous 
eastern question, of which the people of 
the old world think and write. 

It is the question, ‘“‘What shall be the 
fate of the outlying islands in the Ameri- 
can tropics, which come legitimately with- 
in the field of our influence? 

Yesterday it was San Domingo and Hayti. 
Today it is the Sandwich islands, and to- 
morrow it may be Cuba or Jamaica. There 
is trouble in the air over the western ques- 
tion, and it becomes a duty of the first 
magnitude to avoid all trouble in regard 
to it. 

The senate of today can call to mind the 
remarkable struggle of President Grant and 
Senator C, Sumner over the annexation or 
purchase of san Domingo in 1871, whicn 
fell through because of the wonderful ef- 
forts in opposition of that able and fre- 
markable senator, who was chairman of the 
senate committee on foreign relations. 


It may not be out of place at this junc- 


ture of events to recall part or that effort 
and place before yaqur senatorial readers 
one of his letters on this subject of an- 
nexation. : 

Gentral Grantand Senator Sumner were 
both my friends and I not only deprecated 
the strife between them, but ventured by 
correspondence to calm the storm. I was 
pastor of the Methodist Episcopal church 
of Leesburg, Va., at the time. One of my 
letters was thus answered: 

-** Washington, July 5, 1871.—Dear Sir: My 
desire was to know any opinions expressed 
by President Lincoln oh colonization or 
empire in the West Indies.

“(4) Did he covet them as part of an em-

(4) And did he think annexation desir- 
able? 

“If you have recollections or notes of 
his opinions on these jquestions 1 should 
be glad to have them. Accept my thanks 
and believe me, dear sir, taithfully yours, 

“CHARLES SUMNER.” 

I answered it in a brief of eleven pages 
of legal cap, a copy of which now lies be- 
fore me, and the substance of which I will 
press into a few words: 

First question—He regarded the colored 
race. as tropical men, aril the tropics as 
their proper home, rather than that of the 
white race. 

Second question—He did not covet them as 
part of our dominion, quite otherwise, but 
desired that Engiand should unite with 
us in creating an independent colored com- 
monwealth in the American tropics for the 
benefit of the colored race and the relief of 
the south. 

Third question—He did not think the 
white race would flourish there, but as a just 
man thought we should confine ourselves 
to our own zone. 

Fourth question—He did not think annex- 
ation desirable, as it would introduce mixed 
and colored races in greater quantity than 
the nation could well digest or assimilate, 
holding firmly to the viéw that a homo- 
geneous population was a condition prece- 
dent to republicanism, and that in a re- 
public each citizen must be the equal 22 
his neighbor before the law and free from 
all impediment or hindrance torise socially 
when virtue, ability, culture and fortune 
combined. Ta this elevation he saw inthe 
tropical race a bar hard to remove and 
difficult to surmount and offered the colored 
race the next best thing—separate nation- 
ality. 

Having thus in substance answered his 
questions, I ventured to suggest that it 
might be well to allow the annexation of 
San Domingo in transition with a view of 
uniting with England and Spain in the 
creation of a West Indian republic and 
ventured to make a like suggestion to 
President Grant, but it all fell through, as 
republics cannot. be imposed by central 
power, but must arise from. the people 
themselves. 

The following are .the propositions on 
which, from 1848 to 1855, I canvassed the 
northwestern states as agent of the Ameri- 
can Colonization Society in an effort to 
hedge in against the pending American 
storm. I draw them from an Indiana state 


paper: 


Propositions. 

1. ‘‘All men are created free and equal. 
But a separate and independent subsistence 
for the great families of men is clearly 
marked out by the Divine Ruler. 

©. “Society is an ordinance of heaven, 
having for its object the happiness, pros- 
perity and peace of its members. 

3. “Governments are designed to guard 
the peace, prosperity and Mappiness of so- 
ciety, and to remove all poiitical evils. 

4. “A homogeneous population is neces- 
gary to the existence of a sound republic. 

5. “Slaves and peasants, deprived of the 
right of citizenship, and suffering degrada- 
tion, are incompatible with the genius of 
republicunism. 

6. “The United States of North America 
should be a pure republic. 

7. “There is no salvation *%or another race 
that comes in conflict with the Anglo-Saxon 
race, but in fusion with it. »All others that 
conflict with it will be borne down by it. 

8. ‘‘The colored population of this country 
cannot be other than a class of peasants, if 
excluded from white society. 

9. “Where men are truly religious and 
moral, the white and black races of the 
United States do not mix—so the influence 
of religion will never effect fusion or de- 
stroy the right of choice in the parties. 

10. ‘‘No two races, kept distinct by the 
refusal of the stronger (or majority race) 
to fuse with the weaker (or minority race), 
can dwell together in the same country on 
terms of social equality. 

ll. “A heterogeneous population that wil) 
not amalgamate (on righteous’ terms), 
sooner or later, becomes a turbulent, rest- 
less and revolutionary population. 

12. “‘The separation of. the races and the 
erection of the colored race into an inde- 
pendent and separate commonwealth, are 
the true and only remedies for the disabili- 
ties of the the colored race. 

“Report to the Indiana -egislature, 1852.’’ 

Forty-two years have past and gone since 
in the vigor of my youth I placed those 
thoughts before the people of the north- 
west. Their soundness has been tried by 
the strain of half an eventful century; time 
then pregnant with revolution, has delivered 
its scenes of blood and carnage my efforts 
were futile to prevent. But when the in- 
evitable came and I was allowed to take 
position in Washington, as President Lin- 
coln’s commissioner of colonization anv 
emigration, I added to the platform of 
guiding thought tHe following additional 
propositions: 

13. ‘‘Mixed races create the necessity for 
imperial forms of government and will 
sooner or later superinduce a strong central 
form of rule to settle conflicting interests. 

14. ‘Republics are exceptional forms of 
government, and have been of short dura- 
tion because of tha conflicts of race ur the 
ignorance of the electors. 

15. ‘“‘Republican statesmen endanger their 
institutions by attempting to extend and 
cover with their jurisdiction such a diver- 
sity of latitude as will. comprehend several 
distinct races. 

16. ‘‘Lust for empire is an enemy to re 
publicanism: as we dread the decay of the 
latter, we should avoid religiously the for- 


mer. 

17. “Virtue, knowledge and content alone 
insure the stability of our institutions, 

18. ‘“‘As public vir™e 1s inflispensable, and 
faith in God its founda.ion, political parties 
should no l6nger embarrass their scrupulous 
friends by requiring them to support those 
indifferent thereto.

I will allow that several of these latter 
propositions are more in harmony with 
the philosophy of the age than its policy, 
but it must be allowed that sound pholiso- 
phy must underlie all good and true states- 
manship.

But, perhaps, the strangest feature in 
connection with this most remarkable 
case, is the statement of a Chicago 
hewspaper that powerful political influ- 
ences are at work in Prendergast’s be- 
half; that hundreds of dollars are at his 
command, through these said political 
influences; and that no matter what the 
fees of his lawyers may be, there will 
be money to meet: them. 

This is, certainly, a queer state of af- 
fairs, and, if true, will add nothing to 
the good name and fame of Chicago. It 
is a pity that politics in any city should 
be powerful enough to defeat justice; 
and we are unwilling to believe that 
they are being put to such use in this 
instance. But, however it may be, the 
case Of Prendergast is a perplexing one, 
and the authorities have, perhaps, done 
the right thing in postponing his execu- 
tion. 


The Question of Parity. 


The Macon Telegraph discusses the 
silver question with a fairness that is 
both refreshing and stimulating. It is, 
indeed, a great question—the greatest by 
far that the people have ever been called 
on to settle by the methods of peace— 
and those who have a proper conception 
of its importance are not likely to deal 
with it in either a flippant or a dogmatic 
spirit. It is not only a political ques- 
tion, but it involves the greatest social 
and moral problems. When the money 
supply is diminishing—that is to say, 
when money is increasing in purchas- 
ing power—we are brought face to face 
with all the phenomena that produce 
misery and destitution among mankind. 
That which produces business depres- 
sion, stifles industrial enterprise, checks 
consumption and throws labor out of 
employment, is sure to cause destitution 
that leads to crime. Some of these phe- 
nomena we see in our daily experience. 
The complete and awful result of a 
diminishing money supply we can read 
of in the history of the dark ages. 

While The Macon Telegraph deals 
fairly with the arguments of The Con- 
stitution, it does not deal as fairly with 
its own. Our contemporary suggests— 
we will not say insists—that the moment 
the mints of the United States are 
opened to the free coinage of silver at 
the present ratio, the country will have 
the silver standard—that is to say, gold 
will go to a premium and disappear. 
The Telegraph is not fair to its argu- 
ment here because it does not follow it 
out. As the purchasing power of money 
depends wholly on the volume and not 
on the material that forms it, the disap- 
pearance of gold would immensely in- 
crease the purchasing power of silver 
money, since silver would be called on 
to fill the vacuum. What effect would 
this have on the business of the country 
and the prosperity of the people? How 
would it affect prices? The Telegraph 
does not consider these questions, but 
they are eminently worthy of consider- 
ation. | 

Our contemporary says that The Con- 
stitution concedes the possibiltiy of a 
persistent premium on gold, and yet the 
concession was made purely for the 
sake of argument, for there never has 
been a persistent premium on either of 
the money metals. They vary in value 
as compared with the stability of. the 
joint standard. This joint standard is 
bimetallism, and its office is to give sta- 
hility to prices, and to prevent the fluc- 
tuations—the sudden falls and shrink- 
ages—that are the results of the increas- 
ing purchasing power of money. Thus, 
with a bimetallic system, when one of 
the metals shows a tendency to become 
more valuable than the other, the cheap- 
er metal comes in to take its place. 
This movement checks the rise in one 
metal, and increases the value of the 
other, so that prices and values remain 
uniform and stable, except in so far as 
they are affected by the natural laws of 
supply and demand. The joint standard 
is the alternating -standard. 

Our contemporary is mistaken in sup- 
posing that if gold went to a premium, 
large or small, with our mints open to 
both metals, we should have the single 
silver standard. We can only have the 
single silver standard as the result of 
the demonetization of gold, and gold 
cannot be demonetized until the ‘mints 
are closed to that metal as they are 
now closed to silver. With our mints 
open to both metals, the premium on 
gold (should there be any) would have 
two elements to correct it. First, the 
cessation of the demand for gold in or- 
dinary business transactions, and, sec- 
ond, the fact that the premium on gold 
would be a premium on’ American ex- 
ports and a stimulus to American pro- 
duction. To the extent of our natural 
advantages, plus the premium on gold, 
our manufacturers and our producers 
could undersell the gold standard nations 


in the markets of the world. 


We call the attention: of our contem- 
porary to the fact that American silver 
dollars—the dollars that Wall street re- 
gards as “dishonest”—are at par with 
gold in the European markets today. 
It is true that but few of them find their 
way abroad, but those that do are at 
par with gold. Why? Let it not be has- 
tily said that they are at par in Europe 
because they are redeemable in gold at 
home. That is not the case. It is true 
they are not inconvertible by law as the 
French five-franc pieces are, but they 
are not convertible into gold by law. 
Under the law that has been violated by 
the treasury policy, silver dollars are 
money of final payment. They are at 
par in Europe because of their purchas- 
ing power at homé, and for that purpose 
they are now, as they will be when the 
mints are open to freé coinage, as good 
as gold in any of the markets of the 
world. 

The Telegraph agrees with us that the 
experience of France is instructive. But 
it says that France did not attempt to 
maintain the ratio between the two met- 
als after the German and American 
mints were closed against silver. Our 
contemporary unintentionally fails to 
give a clear account of the closing of 
the French mints. The demonetization 
of silver by the United States did not 
have any effect at all. We were at that 


time on a paper basis. The 


‘mints were closed to protect her people 


against the silver with which Germany 
proposed to flood them. It was at the 
close of a great war. France had been 
conquered and Germany had exacted 
an indemnity of millions of dollars to be 
paid in gold. With this gold Germany 
changed from silver monometallism to 
gold monometallism, melted her silver 
and offered it for sale. It was this sil- 
ver that France closed her mints against. 
The reaction has now come. France, 
with a stationary population, is still on 
& bimetallic basis, and is prosperous, 
while the Germans are crying out against 
the rigors of the gold standard. 

The Telegraph says it “would be al- 
most criminal folly on the part of our 
government” to undertake the free coin- 
age of silver single handed. Will our 
contemporary tell us why? Will it tell 
us in what the criminal folly would 
consist? 


The Exposition. 

There is to be no breathing spell in 
Atlanta with respect to the great exposi- 
tion. That sort of thing is a luxury to 
those who grow weary, and is permissi- 
ble in towns that are in a finished con- 
dition. But the people of Atlanta never 
grow weary, and their town has just 
begun to show what it is capable of. 

It proposes to adapt its capabilities, 
just now, to demonstrating that a great 
exposition, important enough to attract 
the attention of the world, can be con- 
ceived and carried out in the heart of 
the south where such things have here- 
tofore been deemed impossible. 

With Atlanta, to conceive is to execute. 
The great exposition has been conceived, 
and all the forces necessary to make it 
successful are on the point of organiza- 
tion. In this business Atlanta cannot 
afford to take a breathing spell. Our 


people cannot afford to pause a moment 


in this work. 

There have been no signs of pausing, 
so far, and there are not likely to be any, 
but it’s The Constitution’s way to send 
up a red rocket once in a while so that 
those who are watching may see where 
they are at, as it were. 

The guarantee fund has been nearly 
raised, but not quite. It must be com- 
pleted this week, so that the ‘organiza- 
tion may be made complete and perma- 
nent. 

Our people who are subscribing or who 
are intending to subscribe to the guar- 
antee fund should emulate the example 
of those who may be termed laboring 
men—men who are earning com- 
paratively small wages. The fire- 
men of Atlanta have _ contributed 
$500. The policemen have con 
tributed $1,200. If the contributions of 
the capitalists and business men of At- 
lanta are as large in proportion to their 
ability as those of the firemen and police- 
men, the guarantee fund would be in 
the neighborhood of a million of dollars. 

We are not making invidious compari- 
sons, but only showing what can be done 
by those who are willing to back their 
enthusiasm with money. 

When Atlanta was comparatively poor 
and obscure, her people thought nothing 
of subscribing two or three hundred 
thousand dollars to some projected rail- 
way. It is-true that a railway is a per- 
manent affair when once it is in run- 
ning order, whereas the great exposition 
is an affair of a few months. 

But it should be borne in mind that 
the great exposition which is now un- 
der way will attract the attention of the 
capitalists and investors of the civil- 
ized world. It will bring together the 
moneyed men of [urope, the producers 
of South and Central America, and the 
producers and manufacturers of the 
United States. It will mark an epoch in 
the development of southern industrial 
progress and production. 

The beneficial results of the exposition 
will be as large and as permanent, so 
far as Atlanta and this section are con- 
cerned, as the building of a railway. 
We confidently expect that it will add 
from twenty to thirty thousand to the 
population of Atlanta, with a correspond- 
ing increase of factories and other indus- 
tries. It will vastly increase the trade 
and commerce of this section with the 
great countries to the south of us, and 
of this trade Atlanta will receive its 
full share. 

The whole country is interested in the 
great exposition, and this interest has 
extended to foreign countries. No pro- 
ject of the kind has ever attracted more 


when once Atlanta has fairly got the 
movement under way, our people will 
have the hearty support and co-operation 
of far-seeing capitalists in other sec- 
tions. 

The time has, come, therefore, for our 
people to get behind the movement as 
one man. It is a large undertaking, but 
not larger than the ambition of Aflanta 
—not larger than the energy of Ler 


citizens. 
Forward with the great exposition!

The Campaign in Alabama. 

It is no small interest that all demo- 
crats feel in the pending gubernatorial 
contest in Alabama. As that state votes 
in August, preliminary to the great con- 
gressional fight in November, the result 
becomes national as well as local. 

It is Just as well to stare the fact in 
the face first as last, that there is a seri- 
ous division among the white men of 
Alabama, who have hitherto composed 
the reliable democratic majority. Thou- 
sands of men who ought to be within 
the democratic ranks are sulking on the 
outside, and thousands more are ready 
to join them if there is a departure from 
the well recognized party standards. 

The democrats of Alabama are devoted 
to the coinage of silver on equal terms 
with gold, as demanded by the national 
platform. Any attempt to commit them 
to the gold standard, or to the crippling 
of silver as a full representative of final 
payment, or that would unreasonably 
limit its coinage, or seek to condone the 
Violation of party pledges by those who 
were elected to enforce them, will meet 
with a rebuke which may have serious 
consequences for the democracy of the 
nation. | 

Colonel Oates, who is a candidate for 
the governorship of that state, while an 
able and an honorable gentleman, ap- 
pears as the apologist and defender of 
the policy by which silver coinage has 
been stopped. He adheres to the policy 
announced by him: as being held by 
President Cleveland, that there is no 
basis upon which undiscriminating sil- 
ver coinage could be permitted. Such 
& policy is at variance with democracy 
and with the views of the people in gen- 
eral. Its triumph would mean the final 
establishment of gold as the single 
standard, and all values of property and 
production would have to be contracted 
SO as to come within the volume of gold 
now. afloat. 

It is idle to talk of a nomination in 
Alabama settling an election. With the 
White vote divided as it is, that is im- 
possible, unless the democracy goes be- 
fore the people of the state with a candi- 
date for governor who stands upon the 
national democratic platform, as_ the 
people understood it when they were 
asked to vote for it in 1892. Colonel 
Oates has joined that class of men who 
regard the president as being greater 
than his party, and who apologizes for 
him no matter how far he departs from 
the wishes of the people. While, as we 
have said before, the election of governor 
more immediately concerns the people of 
Alabama, the defeat of, the democratic 
candidate there for any cause, would be 
disastrous to the party. elsewhere. The 
part of safety is to nominate a man who 
ean be elected, and-Celerel Oates is not 
that man. 


Turning Immigration Southward. 

The railways of the south are setting 
forth their best efforts to turn the tide 
of immigration in this direction. ‘The 
Constitution has already observed that 
such a movement is quit? the proper 
thing and freely spoken out its word 
of encouragement to the trunk lines ia 
their praiseworthy endeavors. 

The wonder is that southern railways 
have so long deinyed this great and 
good work. It is not at all easy to un- 
derstand why the railroads of the south- 
ern states have not made great exer- 
tions to encourage immigration to this 
section long, long ago. Before the war 
the south was in the lead of all other 
sections of America in railway develop- 
ment. Then there came a period when 
things stood almost still for a number of 
years in this respect. If the railroads had 
begun then to encourage immigration; if 
they had sent agents out to the north- 
west, to New England and over the 
waters to foreign countries after the 
homeseekers they are now bringing to 
this favored region of America, many of 
them might have saved themselves from 
drifting upon the craggy shores of bank- 
ruptcy as they bave done within the 
past few years. 

The south needs new ilfe. It needs a 
greater population—a population of hard- 
working, thrifty farmers, who, with 
only so much land as each could culti- 
vate, would live well at home and have 
something to trade to his fellow citizen 
in more crowded and less fertile sec- 
tions of the country. No region of 
America has as great inducements to 
offer the homeseeker as the south. No 
part of the union is half so favored in 
respect to agricultural advantages. And 
yet, for the simple reason that the west- 
ern railways have been working for the 
speedy population of the land beyond 
the Mississippi, the south’s superior re- 
sources have been Jost sight of by the 
stream of emigrants led westward by 
the glowing stories of the railroad im- 
migration agent. 

The southern railroad manipulator has 
overslept himself in this business, but 
it is not too late now by any means to 
awaken to_the situation. Now that the 
south’s manufacturing interests have 
grown apace, nothing could be more 
helpful to the general development of 
the country than a vast influx of thrifty 
settlers. It is truly gratifying to ob- 
serve the efforts of the Louisville and 
Nashville, the Illinois Central, the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. - Louis, 
the Richmond and Danville and the 
Seaboard Ajr-Line, looking to this 
desirable end. Each of these great trunk 
lines has sent its agents to the north 
and northwest and to Europe to set forth 
the advantages of the southern states 
over other sections of the union, and the 
reswts are not slow in showing. Sev- 
eral ship loads of industrious, thrifty 
foreigners are now en route for the 
south, and a continuous stream of im- 
migration is pouring into Dixie from the 
blizzard-stricken plains of the northwest 
every day. 

The promise is freely given that the

railroads of the south will yet rise 


ruptcy into which they havé lately fall- 
en and prove themselves the strength 
and salvation of the south. 


An Important Trade Congress. 

Events are constantly happening to 
help our great exposition. The South 
and West Trade Congress, called to meet 
in Wichita, Kas., April 17, 1804, for the 
express purpose of facilitating business 
betWeen the west and south, and use 
southern roads and ports to ship west- 
ern grain to foreign markets, is 2 move- 
ment directly aidful to our exposition, 
and in practical furtherance of its ob- 
jects should be utilized fully. 

The west has learned a valuable lesson 
in the last few years from the growing 
current of freight that has been going 
from Colorado, Nebraska, Kansas and 
other western states through Savannah, 
by the Savannah steamship lines, to Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, New York and 
Boston. 

And now she has awakened to the fact, 
under the growing success of southern 
direct trade, that she can get her grain 
abroad through the south and save time 
and money. Hence the call for the 
Wichita congress. 

Kansas is the largest grain state in 
the union, raising 75,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and 275,000,000 bushels of corn, 
of which over 75 per cent goes out of the 
state to market, and only 5 per cent 
goes south. That which goes abroad 
goes 1,700 miles by rail to New York, 
instead of a less distance south to for- 
eign markets. 

This matter shows a big problem for 
southern interest and southern solution. 
And the western people have awakened 
to its value to them. The south has 
been awake to it, and the southern di- 
rect trade movement has been its out- 
come. 

The Wichita board of trade has inaug- 
urated this congress, and every com- 
mercial body has five delegates, each 
town and city five delegates, appointed 
by the mayor, and each railroad one 
delegate. 

Atlanta should have a delegation, in- 
cluding representatives from the exposi- 
tion. This congress can be made an 
important aid to the exposition. 


An Important Convention. 

The convention of the chiefs of po- 
lice and the marshals of the cities and 
towns of Georgia, which has been ar- 
ranged chiefly through the instrumental- 
ity of Chief Connolly, of the Atlanta 
police department, is a very important 
one, and it should be largely attended. 

Chief Connolly deserves a great deal 
ef credit for his interest in the move- 
ment, and the earnestness in the pro- 
posed convention manifested by the 
chiefs and marshals of all parts of the 
state, indieates a highly satisfactory and 
successful meeting. 

An entertaining programme has been 
arranged, and the visitors to the city 
will be made to enjoy their stay in At- 
lanta. The convention meets in Atlanta 
next Wednesday, and no doubt much 
good will result from the conference.

AGAINST GOVERNOR WAITE 


the Decision of the Colorado 
Supreme Court. 


Denver, Col., March 214.—The supreme 
court holds that the governor has the right 
to remove from office his appointees and his 
action in removing them was clearly in his 
right, as Orr and Martin had refused to 
relinquish their duties, alleging that the 
appointments of Mullins and barnes had 
not been properly made, and the court be- 
ing not advised of the facts, upon which 
Martin and Orr base their objections, the 
case must go to the district court for in- 
quiry. The courts have the power, if ob- 
jections are raised by incumbents, to in- 
quire into facts and ajl such contests must 
go to them for decision. The court ex- 
pressed decided viv-ws upon the governors 
right to call out cne militia, It is clearly 
the court’s opinion that the governor was 
in error in attempting to use force and that 
the militia should always be subordinate to 
all civil power. By no rule can the power 
of the governor be construed to be such as 
to call out the militia to induct an appointee 
into office. This, the court holds, is a dan- 
erous exercise of arbitrary power that 
ends towards anarchy and despotism. 
The committee of safety is in session at 
the chamber of commerce to discuss the 
situation and prepare for any overt act on 
the part of the, governor. Governor Waite 
refused to talk‘upon the decision of the 
supreme court. This decision is received 
with general satisfaction. ©

The Weekly Bank Statement. 


NEW YORK, March 24.—(Special.)—The 
New York Financier says this week: The 
statement of the associated banks of this 
city for the week ending March 24th, is a 
favorable one, notwithstanding that the 
surplus reserve was increased $1,775,350. It 
is tavorable because it shows a large in- 
crease in the loans; when this item of the 
statement expands it indicates a revival of 
business and as confidence returns, which 
it is doing, slowly but surely, the demand 
for the large surplus of cash which the 
banks now hold will be increased. All who 
are authorities on the condition of trade 
agree that business is brightening and it 
Only requires that the Bland seigniorage bill 
be vetoed and the tariff bill disposed of to 
bring this country back to its usually pros- 
perous condition. The increase in loans 
amounted to $2,516,300, making the aggregate 
loans $445,574,400, while the deposits were 
swelled during the week to the extent of 
$4,199,000, making the total deposits $544,- 
465,400, or nearly $100,000.000 more than the 
loans. There were no gold shipments dur- 
ing the week, but the shipment of the 
previous week shows in this statement. Al- 
though there was an increase in specie to 
the amount of $69,400, this is a very small 
sum when it is distributed among sixty- 
three banks. The increase in legal tenders 
was more important and aggregated $2,- 
765,700, making the net cash gain $2,825,100. 
Nearly all of this came from the interior, 
although a special dispatch to The Finan- 
cier states that New York exchange is near- 
ly high enough in Chicago to warrant the 
shipment of currency to that point. From 
this it is reasonable to suppose that the 
bulk of the remittances were from near-by 
points. The total cash reserve of the 
clearing house banks is $215,194,000, while the, 
deposits require a reserve of but $136,116,350, 
making the reserve held above legal require- 
ments $79,077,650.

southeastern Venezuela, but to a portion of 
Colombian territory as large as our states 
of Virginia or Onio.

The republic is peculiarly rich in minerals. 
From the bordors of Costa Rica to those of 
Venezeuia, there is hardly a department or 
even a petty prefecture, in which gold has 
not been discovered in greater or less quan- 
tities; while in the remote interior depart- 
ments and prefectures of Choco, Antioquia, 
Toleina, Marieuito, Sopyan, Ocona and Buc- 
aromanga, there are gold deposits which 
experts have pronounced equal if not su- 
perior to those of California of forty years 
ago. Smali digmords have been found in 
many lovalities, and on others sulphate of 
mereury is known to be abundant, Tr‘'re 
are several, though as yet partially devel- 
oped, silver mines; and the great coal beds 
near Cali are said to extend beyond the 
western cordillera to within a few miles 
of the Pacific shore. Veins of bituminous 
coal and also of the richest iron ores, crop 
out te the very surface around the edges of 
the plain of Bogota, and aiso Sacho, ecme 
leagues beyond. Near Rio Hache, on the 
Caribbean coast, are apparently inexhaust- 
ible beds of the best canal coal. Rock salt 
abounds ia the foot hills around the pla- 
teaux of bogota, Tunja, Pamplona and Tu- 
querres; and sulphur, alum, magnesia 2nd 
asphaitum are found in various places. The

The commercial possibilities of the coun- 
try are’ almost incalculable, and the time 
is not very remote when this fact will be 
more fully realized by the great commercial 
powers of the world. And yet Colombia's 
highest aggregate of exports during any 
one of the ten years from 1881 to 1891, never 
exceeded $16,500,000 in our currency, while 
the highest aggregate of imports during 
any one year of the same period, was not 
more than $15,000,000. The reason of this 
is obvious encugh. There are almost no 
means of interior transportation. Indeed, 
aside from what is afforded by the naviga- 
tion of a few of the principal rivers, there 
are absolutely none. There are not exceed- 
ing 100 miles of operated railway in the 
whole republic, even including’ the forty- 
seven miles across the isthmus, and there 
are as good aS no dirt or macadam roads 


tion in the interior is by pack mules and 
peones, just as it was a century ago. The 
people have been too much absorbed in local 
politics, and too generally occupied in civil 
wers, to pay much attention to internal 
improvements. 


VIII. 

As an illustration of the difficulties with 
which the commerce of the country has to 
contend, take for example a single bale of 
goods shipped from New York to Bogota. 
In the first place the bale must not be over 
125 pounds weight, otherwise its transpor- 
tation may be indefinitely delayed after 
reaching the Colombian coast. This con- 
dition complied with, the bale, after a 
roundabout voyage of twelve or fifteen days, 
arrives at Savanilla. It is there discharged 
into a clumsy barge, towed ashore and 
placed ® a warehouse. After waiting its 
turn, it is shipped thence by rail some fif- 
teen miles, to Barranquilla, where it passes 
through the cuStom house and is carted 
across the city to another warehouse, near 
the river wharf. Here it again awaits its 
turn for shipment by river steamer. It 
then makes a ten days’ voyage of 600 miles 
up the river to Las Yaguas. Here it is 
discharged into a warehouse and awaits 
its turn for shipment by rail fifteen miles 
to Honda, where it is again discharged into 
& warehouse to await its turn for shipment 
by railway some four or five miles to 
Arranca-Plumas,. Here it is taken from the 
car and carried down a steep bank, placed 
on a ferry barge and rowed to the opposite 
side of the river. It is then lugged up an- 
other steep bank and placed in another 
warehouse, where it awaits its turn (some 
days or, possibly, weeks) to begin the 
tedious and toilsome journey on muleback 
to Las Manzanas, on the western edge of 
the great plateau. Here it finds still an- 
other warehouse, and has still another rest- 
ing spell before being carted across the 
plain by oxen to Bogota. It has been per- 
haps fully two months in making the tran- 
sit from the port of original departure to 
the place of final destination, and the 
freight and insurance and storage and com- 
missions of middlemen and forwarding 
agents and the mountain road tax, amount 
to more than its original cost in New York.

In many parts of the 
country the arraco is a common growth— 
a tree which yields en exceptionally bril- 
liant rose-colored dye. which, when mixed 
with the juicse of the yucca, becomes a 
glossy black. The so called “sweet milk 
tree’’ (lacmelles ddulis) or leche-miel, as it 
is known in the language of the country, 
grows abundantly near Medina. The bark 
of this tree exudes a milk-like fluid, which 
the Indians, use as an article of food. In 
many parts of the interior the currucai 
(isica helerophila) is a common. growth. 
It yields a resin that is very white, aromatic 
and rich in turpentine. When heated over 
a fire this resin becomes a brilliant paste, 
very similar to Burgundy pitch. On the 
banks of the Gazcunta river grows a tree 
called the necha (a species of the fevilla 
tarrillo) the exudations of which are used 
in the treatment of cancers and tumors. 
The sarsaparilla (smilax officinalis) is found 
in great abundance at altitudes of from one 
to three thousan?é feet. 

The fauna of Colombia is no less inter- 
esting. Among the native animals are the 
puma, jaguar, the sloth, armadillo, c&vy, 
tapir and many varieties of monkeys— 
nearly all, in fact, except the catarine of 
southern Asia. In some regions, especially 
about the mountain caves on the outskirts 
of the plateaux, the red deer is not unusual. 
Black bear abound in many of the cordil- 
leras. The tiger is found in many of the 
jungies of the lower valleys, and a large 
species of wildcat and panther inhabit 
the forests and jungles of the Magdalena 
and the Meta. The condor or Andean eagle 
is usually seen only at considerable alti-

Bow Much the Wealthy Men of the Coun- 
try Are Worth—Sbrinkage in Big 
Fortunes the Result o/ the Panio, 


New York, March 24.—"‘There are more 
: millionaires in New York than any- 
» where else {n the world,”’ said a Wall street 
banker to me the otNef afternoon as I sat 
“an his private office just after the close of 
the stock exchange. “Queer,” he went on, 
“how men and women get a reputation for 
wealth that they do not deserve. They 
make a few thousands, Set up a fine estab- 
lishment and immediately are rated as 
worth from $100,000 to $250,000. In five years 


'* they are reputed to be millionaires and in 


five years more their wealth is estimated 

$5,000,000 t& $10,000,000. It is all hum- 
bug. I tell you few of the rich men and 
‘women in New York are worth half what 


they are reputed to be.”” 

Buch good authorities as Jay Gould and J, 
p, and William Rockefeller are on record 
: as saying that after men actually become 

millionaires they cannot tell the extent 


of their own fortunes. 

“It is my opinion that after a man has 
accumulated $1,690,000 he does not know his 
own wealth if he is engaged in any busi- 
ness In which there may be a shrinkage of 

luer.”’ 

vThus spoke Jay Goull on one occasion 
when a congressfinal investigating commit- 
tee was trying to find out what his wealth 
was and if his methods were fair. ; 

John D. Rockefeller, who was 4 witneégs 
before the same committee, said that he 
did not know how wealthy he was. 

“T have seen myself quoted in the news- 
papers.’ said the Standard Oil magnate, 
‘as worth anywhere from $10,000,000 to $30,- 
900,000. Now what I own, | own, but I 
can’t begin to give any estimate above 
$10,000,000, although, of course, that is not 
the extent of my wealth.” 

The Wealthiest Man. 

These were two very good authorities, 
and one of them, Mr. Rockefeller, is still 
in evidence, and is said to be on of the 
wealthiest men in the world. So you will 
see scarcely any reliance can be put in the 
ordinary reports as to the wealth of men 
prominent in finsnce and affairs. These 
estimates are almost always based on 
guesswork, anf_ so are far wide of the 
truth. In these days of sensational writing, 
those who indulge in it ace prone to forget 
that $1,000,000 ts a big sum of money, not 
to mention the fact that $100,000,000 Is a 

woh orpotor ane. : 

During the money panic of a few months 
ago the uncertainty of the wealth of our 
rachest mn was clearly proved. Those rich 
men whose wealth lay in bonds and stocks, 
gecurities and speculative enterprises gener- 
ally, found it to diminish at a wonderful 
fate, immeasurably faster than it had accu- 
‘ynulated. Bonds and stocks fell in value so 
rapidly that some very rich men whose 
money was_adl invested in these things foun4d 
themselves poorer by millions in a few 
weeks. so far as the face holdings were con- 
cerned. Those who got frightened and un- 
Joaded their holdings found themselves poor- 
ér in fact as well as on paper. Those who 
were willing and able to hoid on found 

selves at the end of the panic in about 

2 same position as they were before it 
began—most of them were not either rich- 
ér or poorer, on paper. 

It is this liahility to fluctuate that wealth 
is subject to that makes it next to impossi- 
ble io estimate what very wealthy men really 
afe Worth in a monev sense. The scale of 
reches is at best a sliding one, and some- 
times it slides very rapidly. The result of 
this 1s: that there are but a hare handful of 
_Very rich men whose wealth does not at 
times fall off. 

The Astors. 

Of these the foremost _are the Astors. 
whose wealth is in 8 moré solid and satis- 
factory shape than is that of any other 
famly in this countrv since it constantly 

ases. The Vanderbilts follow the As- 
tors. After these come the Rhinelanders. 
_ of New York. the Goelets.. Russel 

ge, the Goulds, John W. Mackay and a 
_ @ctore, perhaps, more—all more or less 
Wealthy. 

But nearly all of these men are considered 

be richer by millions than they really 
are, while scores of modest millionaires are 

Overlooked entirely. A very conservative 
oor asserted in my hearing the other 

y that in New York city alone there were 
More than 1,200 millionaires, as against 
-10,000 street beggars. 

-A very conservative estimate of the wealth 
of the Astors puts it at $200,600,000, and this 
makes the family the richest in the United 
States. What is more, the wealth of the 
Ast‘rs is in such shapé that it cannot but 
increase for the reason that it is gilt 

New York city freal estate, some 
of which has in the past ten years increased 
in value several hundred per cent and ts 
still appreciating. The policy of the Astors 
has always been to buy real estate on the 
lines along which New York city is now ex- 
tending and hold it for a rise, rarely selling, 
_ however, but. building and renting instead. 
The result is that Astor properties are in 

. Valuable lands, in brick, iron, stone and 
ae r instead of in uctuating stocks 
and bonds, the fixed value of which is 
@lways uncertain. 

As a family the Vanderbilts stand next to 
the Astors in the matter of wealth, and 
their riches must be considered in the 
aggregate and in common, sincé their indi- 
vidual fortunes are pooled, so to speak. 
You will often see Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
the present head of the house, quoted as 
being worth $200,000,000. Of course he is not 

orth any  ~such amonnt. Cornelius 
has most of the Vanderbilt millions, but 
those who know say that he is personally 
+ hot worth above $80,000,000, if as much. 

+ It must be remembered that the Jate Will- 
, fam H. Vanderbilt had a large family to 
divide his millions among, and so thé shares 
_in the end were not so large as some yeople 
thought them. Besides, there is a disposi- 
ion on the part of the calculators who 
ove big figures to give the Vanderpilts

Rich Hetty Green. 


A woman whose wealth has long been 
the subject of discussion is Hetty Green, 
a famous character in her Way. She in- 
herited wealth and has steadily added to 
it by shrewd investments. She is not worth 
the $75,000,000 or the $100,000,000 with which 
she is credited, but in Wall street she is 
rated as being worth $40,000,000. Her taxes 
indicate that she has in Chicago alone 
$12,000,000 worth of real estate, but the 
bulk of her wealth is invested in New York 
and other eastern cities. 

One never hears of the sons of August 
Belmont in the list of very rich men, and 
yet their wealth is much greater than 
many of the men who are so named. They 
still represent the Rothschilds in this coun- 
ER bos c their wealth is not far below 


Cc. P. Huntington and D. O. Mills, who are 
old forty-niners, are overlooked by calcu- 
lators genératty, and when they are named 
are held to be richer than they really are. 


An estimate made by several men who) 


know the weight of a million dollars, indi- 
cates that Mr. Mills is worth near $40,000,000, 
and Mr. Huntington not much less. 

Levi P. Morton, ex-vice president, is an- 
other man about whose wealth many con- 
tradictery stories are told. His wealth has 
been exaggerated grossly. Some persons 


have put #t down at as much as $50,000,000 


and $75,000,000. His friends say his wealth 
will not reach $20,000,000, and he is probably 
not worth more than _ $15,000,000. 

The men who married into the Vanderbilt 
family are all rich men in their own right, 
but their connection with the Vanderbilts 
has led many persons to think them more 
wealthy than they are, probably, because 
the fortunes left to the daughters are usually 
added to those of their husbands. Of these 
sons-in-law of Valderbilt, William Sloane 
is worth $20,000,000, as estimated by good 
authorities, independent of his wife. 

Dr. Seward Webb and H. McK. Twomb- 
ley, who also married Vanderbilts, are worth 
in the neighborhood of $10,000,000, independ- 
ent of that Vanderbilt left to each of his 
daughters. 


Other Nabobs. 


Among the younger men who have comé 
to the front, some of whom have inherited 
wealth and some of whom have won it, 
William C. Whitney is the most conspicu- 
ous. Some fifteen years ago he was not 
considered at all wealthy. Today he is at 
the head of several powerful syndicates 
cortrolling railroads and other enterprises, 
and he is rated as being worth in the neigh- 
borhood of $10,000,000. 

But there are a score or more of men 
in New York city who are worfh $10,000,000. 
To be sure, they are credited with more as 
a rule. 

Among those are such well-known men as 

Robert Bonner, James M. Constable, the 
reat merchant; John Claflin, of the famous 
rm of H. B. Claflin & Co.: Theodore 
Havemeyer, the millionaire sugar refiner; 
Eugene Kelly, the Irish banker, and a 
number of others. 

Many men are constantly passing the mil- 
lion dollar mark, and so it has come about 
that a man who can only boast of one or 
two milliens is not looked up toto any great 
extent. The result has been a. disposition 
to exaggerate on the part of newspaper 
Calctilatots, and the story of a man’s 
= increases the total every time it is 
old, 

As a matter of fact, there are any number 
of men who are daily fieuring in the néws- 
papers as millionaires who would cheerfully 
dispose of every hope they have of ever 
owning a million dollars for a couple of 
hundred thousand cash. They would not 
need urging at that.

The Georgia State Normal school will 
be in session for at least a month at 
Athens this year. That was the decision of 
the board of normal school commissioners 
yesterday at the meeting in Captain Brad- 
well’s office. Professor Lawton B. Evans, 
of Augusta, was elected president of the 
college and will have charge of the depart- 
ment of “‘science and practice of teaching.”’ 
Professor Otis Ashmore, of Savannah, was 
put in charge of the chair of geography. 
Professor E. B. Smith, of LaGrange, was 
elected to fill the chair of English. Pro- 
fessor G. G. Bond, of Athens, was placed 
at the head of the department on primary 
methods. The chair of mathematics will 
be filled by Professor L. M. Landrum, of 
Atlanta, and Miss W. A. Allen, of Doug- 
lasville, will occupy the chair in the de. 
partment of kindergarten. The board has 
$1,000 and this will be used to keep the nor- 
mal school running as long as possible. 
There was a long discussion in regard to 
raising more money, and one of the mem- 
bers intimated that there was quite a sum 
forthcoming from some source, which as 
yet could not be told. From 500 to 1,000 
teachers are expected. Captain Bradwell 
says that he is already receiving many let- 
ters on this line and that the outlook is 
encouraging.
